The  Second  Annual  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  "Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  began  Tuesday,  jSTovember  20th,  at  2  P.  M.  In 
the  absence  of  tlie  President,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  wlio  was  prevented  from 
attendance,  the  First  Vice-president,  Mrs.  John  Da\is,  presided  over  the 
deliberations. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bugbee  was  elected  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  S.  0. 
Royal  Assistant  Secretary. 

A  service  of  prayer  for  half  an  hour  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  L.  D. 
IMcCabe,  of  Delaware,  Ohio. 

Following  this,  the  sad  announcement  was  made  of  the  sudden  death 
of  Mr.  James  Dale,  husband  of  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
Mrs.  Dale  had  been  actively  engaged  in  preparation  for  this  meeting,  and 
she  had  been  relied  on  for  further  valuable  services  during  its  progress. 

Mrs.  Da\'is,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  ladies  of  Cincin- 
nati, extended  greeting  to  the  delegates  and  visitors  present,  and  expressed 
the  pleasure  felt  in  meeting  them. 

She  said  the  Executive  Board  were  glad  to  render  an  account  of  their 
stewardship,  of  the  work  they  had  been  doing  the  past  year.  The  pressure 
of  labor  and  responsibility  had  been  so  great  upon  them  as  a  body  that 
every  faculty  had  been  on  the  alert  and  every  sense  busy.  Sometimes 
they  had  been  almost  overborne  with  concern  lest  their  financial  engage- 
ments should  not  be  met,  and,  lest  the  numberless  things  should  not  be 
thoroughly  done  which  belong  to  the  planting  and  fostering  of  a  new  en- 
terprise in  the  affections  of  people  that  are  unacquainted  with  its  claims. 
And  now  that  the  delegates  have  come  to  this  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  work,  the  Board  take  a  long  breath  of  relief,  and  relentlessly 
roll  the  burden  upon  their  shoulders,  while  at  the  same  time  giving  them 
a  hearty  welcome  to  the  hospitality  of  the  homes  now  opened  to  them. 

*  The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  very  encouraging,  as  will  be  shown 
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by  the  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer.  It  seems, 
indeed,  that  the  day  of  small  things  for  this  Society  is  passing  away,  and  a 
wide  door  is  opening  before  it. 

The  money  received  from  the  various  auxiliaries  has  been  conscien- 
tiously disbursed.  The  Board  realize  the  grave  responsibility  of  disbursing 
money  that  has  been  collected  with  laborious  pains,  representing,  as  it 
often  does,  the  gifts  of  devoted,  lowly  ones,  who  have  given  of  their  penury 
because  of  their  genuine  interest  in  the  work;  and,  with  constant  care, 
they  have  watched  the  expenditure  of  funds  which  have  added  to  their 
financial  value  the  greater  value  of  Christian  sentiment — the  prayer  and 
faith  and  self-denial  of  the  giver. 

IMrs.  Davis  earnestly  desired  the  Society  to  maintain  pleasant  relations 
with  other  organizations  of  a  similar  character  in  our  Church,  and  begged 
the  delegates  not  to  forget  that  missionary  work  is  a  unit ;  that  the  mission- 
ary spirit  is  love;  that  no  greater  harm  could  come  to  our  conference  soci- 
eties or  our  auxiliaries  than  the  indulgence  of  a  spirit  that  falls  short  of 
this  standard.  She  hoped  this  spirit  will  prevail  more  and  more,  and  that 
the  society  will  incorporate  into  every  fiber  of  its  life  the  golden  rule,  which 
transmutes  the  asperities  into  the  amenities,  and  the  human  desire  for  pre- 
ferment and  personal  success  into  that  heavenly-mindedness  which  will 
make  each  member  esteem  others  better  than  herself. 

Referring  to  the  death  of  Mrs.  C.  L.  Williams,  Secretary  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati Conference  Society,  she  described  with  deep  pathos  the  last  inter- 
view in  the  sick  chamber,  and  repeated  the  final  message  sent  by  Mrs. 
Williams  to  her  sister-Avorkers :  "  Say  to  the  ladies  of  our  Society  that  I  am 
going  just  a  little  in  advance  of  them.  I  shall  soon  meet  them  again  on  the 
other  side." 

In  conclusion  ]Mrs.  Davis  said :  We  ought  to  get  more  out  of  this  meet- 
ing than  the  work  which  shall  occupy  us  for  the  next  thi-ee  days.  It  is  the 
privilege  of  each  one,  while  mutually  engaged  in  the  Master's  business,  to 
receive  from  him  a  new  uplifting  of  soul,  fresh  courage,  new  joy,  and  quick- 
ened zeal.  Last  Summer  it  was  my  priAdlege  to  participate  in  a  series  of 
meetings  at  Chautauqua,  held  in  the  interests  of  missionary  and  philan- 
thropic work,  at  which  representative  women  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
assembled.  At  one  of  these  conferences,  held  on  a  quiet  Sunday  evening, 
in  a  large  room  filled  to  overflowing,  I  listened  with  intense  interest  as  one 
after  another  touched,  in  a  few  brief  words,  upon  their  spiritual  experi- 
ences, or  expressed  their  earnest  desires  to  work  for  the  Lord  in  any  way 
he  might  direct. 

INIy  own  heart  glowed  with  sudden  rapture.  I  seemed  to  see  the  Son  of 
man  walking  softly  in  the  midst  of  his  consecrated  ones  ;  and  as  he  looked 
into  each  loyal  heart  and  saw  that,  with  all  its  mistakes  and  inconsistencies, 
its  lack  of  fervor  and  of  faith,  there  was  a  deep,  underlying  purpose  to 
love  and  serve  him,  I  seemed  to  hear  him  whisper  to  one  and  another, 
"  My  daughter,"  "  My  daughter,"  "  You  are  mine,"  "  I  delight  in  you."  I 
looked  into  his  face,  so  full  of  infinite  love,  and  felt  to  say,  "  Our  Lord  is 
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here,  walking  in  his  garden."  "  He  approves  of  us.  He  is  glad  in  his 
saints."    For  is  it  not  said,  "  The  Lord's  portion  is  his  people?" 

My  dear  sisters,  let  us  now  begin  this  work,  which  is  His  work,  in  this 
our  first  session,  with  this  assurance,  that  He  is  really,  consciously  i)resent ; 
present  to  speak  to  us,  to  encourage  us,  to  give  us  divine  wisdom.  Let  His 
be  the  voice  which  shall  say  to  each  of  you,  "  You  are  welcome,  thrice 
welcome." 

Mrs.  Marcy,  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  from  abroad,  said  in  response  :  "We 
heartily  thank  you  for  your  earnest  words  of  welcome  ;  we  accept  the  cour- 
tesy of  your  recognition  as  guests,  though  it  is  accompanied  with  an  invi- 
tation to  "  hard  work."  IMost  of  us  gathered  here  know  the  full  import  of 
this  phrase ;  and  although  we  may  vainly  have  imagined  that  the  annual 
return  to  head-quarters  might  give  us  somewhat  of  a  respite  from  toil ;  al- 
though we  may  have  fancied  that  this  gathering  would  bring  us  relaxation 
from  severe  tasks  in  the  delight  of  social  reunion,  we  gladly  gird  ourselves, 
at  3'^our  bidding,  for  the  conflict,  and  cordially  accept  your  sincere  invitation 
to  hard  work,  especially  since  we  know  that  there  is  in  store  for  us  the  en- 
joyment of  hospitable  homes  in  your  city,  renowned  for  culture. 

But  we  come  not  here  for  your  sakes  alone ;  our  needs  are  mutual.  Our 
work  is  new,  and  no  one  mind  yet  measures  its  full  scope.  We  gather 
here  from,  various  directions,  each  with  thought  and  interest  modified  by 
our  own  localities,  to  consider  and  discuss  the  claims  of  the  difierent  fields, 
and  thus  receive  the  information  necessary  to  a  comprehensive  understand- 
ing of  the  whole  work. 

We  come  also  to  gain  strength.  In  carrying  forward  this  new  enter- 
prise we  meet  many  obstacles.  Ignorance  and  indifference,  if  not  direct 
opposition,  we  all  have  to  encounter,  and  we  need  the  inspiration  that 
comes  from  contact  with  enthusiastic  thought,  from  conviction  and  success- 
ful achievement,  to  speed  us  on.  And  so  we  come  together  for  sympathy. 
We  wish  to  look  into  each  other's  faces,  and  unite  our  hearts  and  voices  in 
prayer  and  praise. 

And,  perhaps,  more  than  all,  we  need  also  information  with  regard  to 
methods  and  means.  In  the  multitude  of  counselors  there  is  wisdom,  as 
well  as  safety.  Therefore,  we  come  to  learn  of  each  other,  to  discuss 
methods  and  compare  results. 

We  come  to  develop  plans  of  work.  Our  country  cries  to  us  from  its 
four  quarters,  and  already  we  are  besieged  with  requests  for  assistance  far 
beyond  our  ability  to  meet.  Our  policy  and  plans  for  work  are  to  be  de- 
termined more  fully,  and  the  bounds  of  our  proper  field  of  labor  to  be  set. 

Emerson  has  somewhere  said,  in  efiect,  that  we  have  indemnity  from 
oblivion  only  in  combined  labor.  He  who  links  his  memory  to  great  issues 
lives  in  them.  For  ourselves  alone  there  is  no  immortahty  of  fame.  As 
individuals  we  die  and  are  forgotten  ;  but  great  deeds  are  immortal. 

And  the  Scriptures  teach  us  the  same  lesson.  "If  ye  live  after  the 
flesh"— lead  a  selfish  life — "ye  shall  die;"  "But  if  through  the  spirit  ye 
do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  " — lead  a  life  devoted  to  the  good  of  the 
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■world,  to  the  upbuilding  of  humanity — "  ye  shall  live  "  in  the  results.  As 
individuals  we  may  not  be  remembered,  but  as  builders  together  with  God 
our  work  shall  stand  forever, 

I  believe  this  home  missionary  work  is  the  one  to  which  the  women 
of  our  Church  at  the  present  time  are  especially  called.  There  are  causes 
iu  oi^eration  that  threaten  our  civilization ;  and,  as  has  been  said,  no  one 
can  estimate  the  influence  of  the  next  twenty  years  of  American  history 
upon  the  evangelization  of  the  world.  Let  us,  then,  build  in  this  glorious 
temple  of  our  country's  peace  and  purity,  and  though  our  names  be  soon 
forgotten,  the  monument  of  our  work  will  stand  immortal. 

The  delegates  were  introduced,  and  seated  by  conferences. 

On  motion,  visitors  from  abroad  were  invited  to  take  seats  with  the 
delegates  of  their  respective  conferences. 

Eeports  of  standing  committees  were  called  for. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  pre- 
sented the  report,  which  was  adopted.     (See  page  49.) 

Verbal  reports  from  ladies  appointed  to  furnish  missionary  intelligence 
to  the  Church  papers  were  approved,  as  follows : 

Mrs.  Hoyt  has  frequently  furnished  to  the  Western  Christian  Advocate 
intelligence  on  matters  of  interest  pertaining  to  the  society.  In  the  mis- 
sionary columns  of  that  paper  a  much  larger  amount  of  information  con- 
cerning home  mission  work  has  been  published  than  in  any  other  of  our 
Church  papers.  In  this  department,  also,  the  Treasurer  has  duly  acknowl- 
edged all  money  contributed  for  the  boarding-hall  of  Salt  Lake  Seminary, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  donors.  Thanks  are  due  the  editor  of  that 
paper  for  the  kindness  with  which  he  has  furnished  space  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  objects  and  needs  of  this  Society. 

Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe  has  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Northern  Christian  Ad- 
vocate an  article  relating  to  home  missions  once  a  quarter,  which  articles 
have  been  kindly  published  by  that  paper. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Bayliss  has  written  several  articles  during  the  year  on  sub- 
jects pertaining  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  these  have  been 
published  in  the  Michigan  Advocate. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  ]\Iarcy  has  written  frequent  articles  relating  to  the  Society 
and  its  work  for  the  California  Christian  Advocate,  and  for  other  Church 
papers,  which  articles  were  published  with  approval  by  the  respective 
editors. 

Mrs.  J.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  to  convey  to  the  Missionary  Society  in  New  York  the  action  of 
the  Wonaan's  Home  Missionary  Society,  looking  to  a  closer  relation  to  the 
parent  Board,  reported  as  follows :  The  Committee  met  the  sub-committee 
of  the'Board  on  "Woman's  Work.  This  Committee  consulted  Judge  Fancher, 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  Missionary  Society,  who  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the  constitution  of  the  parent  Missionary  Society  au- 
thorizing it  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with  any  other  society ;  that  the  par- 
ent jNIissionary  Society  could  not,  with  safety  or  propriety,  act  in  excess  of 
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its  constitutional  powers ;  that  changes  in  the  provisions  of  the  constitution 
could  only  be  made  by  the  General  Conference ;  and,  therefore,  that  the 
question  of  a  connection  between  the  parent  Missionary  Society  and  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  ought  to  be  referred  to  the  General 
Conference.    The  report  was  adopted.

An  appreciative  audience  assembled  in  St.  Paul  Church,  to  attend  the 
anniversary  of  the  Society.  Rev.  J.  J.  Reed  presided.  After  singing  by  the 
choir,  Dr.  R.  S.  Rust  led  in  prayer. 

Rev.  Mr.  Reed  introduced  Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  who  enlisted  the  close 
attention  of  the  audience  while  she  gave  an  account  of  the  origin  and 
progress  of  Mormonism. 

A  vocal  solo,  "Ruth  and  ISTaomi,"  was  beautifully  sung  by  Miss  L. 
Stevens. 

Bishop  Wiley  followed  with  brief  but  eloquent  words  of  congratulation 
to  the  Society,  and  emphasized  the  great  need  for  the  work  which  it  pro- 
poses to  do.  He  referred  to  the  destitute  portions  of  our  country,  but  dwelt 
particularly  upon  the  needs  of  the  poor  in  the  South,  presenting  some 
graphic  word-pictures  illustrative  of  his  theme. 

A  vocal  solo,  "Within  this  Heavenly  Dwelling,"  was  well  rendered  by 
Mr.  A.  Hill,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Walden. 
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The  meeting  opened  at  9.30  with  a  prayer  service  led  by  Mrs.  L.  A. 
Belt,  of  Delaware,  0. 

At  10  o'clock  the  President  announced . the  hymn,  "Blest  be  the  tie 
that  binds,"  which  was  sung  by  the  audience,  and  prayer  was  offered  by 
Mrs.  Geo.  S.  Savage,  of  Kentucky. 

The  ]\Iinutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read,  and  approved. 

Mrs.  J.  J.  Hight,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Enrollment,  presented 
the  report,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows :

Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  called  the  attention  of  the  meeting  to  the  subject  of 
establishing  a  training-school  for  missionaries,  in  which  they  can  receive 
instruction  in  the  various  departments  of  missionary  work,  preparatory  to 
successful  work  in  mission  fields. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  this  subject,  con- 
sisting of  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy,  Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe,  Mrs.  G.  P. 
Jolly,  and  Mrs.  J.  M,  Dawson. 

On  naotion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  all  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  Conference  Societies 
shall  be  members  of  the  General  Exective  Board,  ex  officio,  with  the  priv- 
ilege, whenever  present  at  the  meetings,  of  participating  in  the  deliber- 
ations. 

The  absence  of  the  President,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  was  a  cause  of  much 
disappointment.  ]\Irs.  McCabe  and  Mrs.  Marcy  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  express  to  her  the  sincere  regrets  of  the  Society,  and  the  hope 
that  she  would  be  present  at  the  next  anniversary. 
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Mrs.  H.  C.  Brown,  of  Miss  Bauer's  Conservatory  of  Music,  rendered  a 
vocal  solo,  "Bird  Song,"  with  much  skill  and  artistic  taste. 

Mrs.  11.  S.  Rust,  Corresponding  Secretary,  read  lier  annual  report,  in 
which  she  gave  a  comprehensive  and  interesting  remme  of  the  history  of 
the  Society,  its  work  during  the  year,  and  its  proposed  plans  for  the  future. 
The  report  was  unanimously  adopted.     (See  page  21.) 

On  motion,  it  was  requested  that  those  portions  of  Mrs.  Rust's  report 
relating  to  present  and  pi'ospective  work  be  published  in  the  different 
Church  papers. 

Miss  Barrett  sung,  most  acceptably,  "  Flee  as  a  bird  to  your  mountain." 

The  President  introduced  fraternal  delegates  from  sister  Churches,  and 
a  half-hour  was  pleasantly  spent  in  listening  to  short  addresses  from  them. 

Mrs.  Murray  Shipley  reported  from  the  Friends'  Society,  whose  work 
includes  10,500  Indians,  at  a  total  cost  of  $11,177.  Manual-labor  schools 
have  been  established  among  the  colored  people  and  poor  whites.  Some 
of  the  finest  scholars  in  the  land  have  passed  through  their  Philadelphia 
colored  schools.  A.  colored  lady  graduate  has  been  received  at  St.  James's 
Court,  and  the  duchess  of  Sutherland  owns  her  as  a  correspondent. 

Miss  Ella  Smith  represented  the  women  of  the  Christian  Churches,  re- 
ferring briefly  to  the  work  planted  at  Montana,  India,  Jamaica,  and  other 
places.  The  last  year's  receipts  were  $20,326.34,  with  a  balance  of  over 
$1,000  in  the  treasury. 

Mrs.  S.  K.  Leavitt  next  spoke  of  the  Baptist  women  and  their  work, 
in  a  most  pleasing  manner,  moving  her  audience  alternately  to  smiles  and 
tears.  She  said  that  the  Methodist  ladies  told  Baptist  stories  through  their 
Secretary;  for  the  Baptist  women  have  diffused  their  energies  among 
twenty-one  States  and  Temtories,  among  freedmen,  Indians,  foreigners, 
and  Mormons.  A  training-school  is  in  most  successful  operation  in  Chi- 
cago, and  Mrs.  Leavitt  earnestly  recommended  the  enterprise  to  the  Meth- 
odist women  present,  adding  that  races  and  homes  will  never  rise  above 
the  status  of  their  womanhood. 

Miss  Esther  Pugh,  of  the  National  "Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
Union,  was  introduced,  and  made  a  happy  reference  to  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance, suggesting  that  the  motto  of  the  union — "  For  God,  Home,  and 
Native  Land  " — indicates  home-mission  work. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  F.  A,  Aikin  and  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  were  appointed  to 
prepare  resolutions  of  sympathy  for  Mrs.  Dale  and  family. 

A  piano  solo  was  played  with  skill  and  good  taste  by  Miss  C.  Bellows. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

An  excellent  lunch  was  served  to  a  large  number  of  ladies  and  minis- 
ters by  the  ladies  of  the  East  Cincinnati  District,  and  a  delightful  social 
hour  foUow^ed.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  P.  M.,  Mrs.  Davis  presiding. 
After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  prayer  was  offered  by  Kev.  Dr.  Houghton, 
of  Indianapolis. 

The  Minutes  were  read,  and  approved. 

The  reports  of  committees  were  called  for. 

Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe  read  the  report  on  Industrial  Homes. 

It  was  moved  to  accept  the  report,  and  consider  it  item  by  item. 
Adopted. 

On  motion,  the  item  relating  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Industrial 
Homes,  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Board,  with  authority  to  appoint  the 
Committee.  This  motion  included  an  amendment  offered  by  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Marcy  that,  where  practicable,  this  Committee  shall  be  appointed  from 
those  Conferences  in  which  ladies  are  specially  interested  in  founding  or 
sustaining  the  respective  Homes. 

The  other  items  were  approved,  and  the  report  was  adopted,  as  a 
whole.     (See  page  53.) 

Mrs.  Rust  suggested  that  visitors  be  appointed,  to  visit  the  Homes 
yearly. 

Mrs.  Rust,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Beneficiaries,  reported  verbally 
that  this  department  of  our  work  is  growing  in  interest  and  importance. 
It  opens  a  wide  field  of  usefulness  to  the  Society,  and  one  that  is  particu- 
larly calculated  to  interest  the  young  people  in  our  Auxiliaries.  Very  few 
young  girls  can  obtain,  without  help,  the  necessary  means  to  fit  themselves 
for  teachers. 

Ten  girls  have  been  aided  in  the  schools  during  the  year.  These  were 
chosen  by  the  Committee  as  being  particularly  worthy  of  aid,  and  their 
teachers  report  t^em.  to  be  among  the  most  diligent  and  promising  stu- 
dents in  the  respective  schools. 

One  young  man,  Calvin  Tobias,  was  aided  to  the  amount  of  $40  by  a 
band  of  girls  at  Bloomfield,  O.  He  is  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  is 
very  highly  spoken  of  by  his  instructors. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone  read  the  report  on  Missionary  Candidates,  and  it 
was  adopted.    (See  page  50.) 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  read  the  report  on  Publication  of  Society  Organ,  em- 
phasizing the  great  need  fo.r  a  paper  published  by  the  Society.  The  report 
was  adopted.     (See  page  50.) 

It  was  moved,  and  carried,  that  a  monthly  paper  be  published  by  the 
Society. 

Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe  read  a  very  comprehensive  and  eloquent  paper 
on  the  Indians  of  our  own  land.  The  Women's  Indian  Auxiliary  is  doing 
a  grand  work  in  twenty  States.    Mrs.  McCabe  said:  "Reforms  never  re- 
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cede;  therefore,  d.iscouragemcnt.s  are  as  contrary  to  intelligence  as  to 
faith;"  and  also  said  that  General  Grant  is  to  the  Indians  what  President 
Lincoln  was  to  tlic  slaves.  Our  Indian  wars  have  cost  us  $500,000,000;  and 
in  place  of  that  enormous  sum,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Indians  had  bet- 
ter be  educated  at  $200  per  cajtita,  instead  of  being  killed  off  at  so  much 
cost. 

A  resolution  was  approved,  requesting  the  Executive  Board  to  pub- 
lish, in  jiamphlet  form,  this  paper  on  Indian  work,  if  they  deem  it 
practicable. 

Mrs.  Marcy  suggested  that,  in  case  the  Society  publish  a  periodical, 
this  paper  on  Indian  work  could  appear  in  that  organ,  together  with  other 
reports. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  report  on  Industrial  Homes,  Mrs. 
L.  D.  McCabe  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  committee  to  confer  with  other 
associations  for  the  purpose  of  securing  appropriations  from  Congress  for 
the  education  of  the  freedmen,  with  power  to  appoint  the  other  members 
of  the  committee. 

Mrs.  A.  r.  Xewmau  requested  that  a  time  should  be  fixed  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  Mormon  question  and  work  in  Utah. 

On  motion,  11  o'clock,  Thursday  morning,  was  the  time  set  for  pre- 
senting this  subject. 

A  memorial  ser^'ice,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Hoyt,  consumed  the  remainder 
of  the  afternoon ,  at  which  many  visitors  and  ministers  were  present. 

Appropriate  music  was  rendered  by  !Messrs.  Woodruff,  ]\Ieeks,  Hill, 
and  Glenn. 

iMrs.  Dr.  Savage  contributed  a  memento  in  memory'-  of  IMrs.  Ehnira  C. 
"Williams,  a  missionary  at  Xew  Orleans,  who  died  November  G,  1SS3 ;  and 
Mrs.  F.  A.  Aikin  paid  a  beautiful  tribute  to  the  life  and  work  of  ]\Irs.  Car- 
rie^Larkin  Williams,  who  died  in  this  city,  October  14,  1883.  ^Irs.  Will- 
iams was  Secretary  of  the  Cincinnati  Conference  Society.  Eesolutions  of 
sympathy  were  presented  on  the  death  of  both  ladies,  and  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote. 

The  solo,  "I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,"  was  most  effectively 
sung  by  Miss  Lulu  Stevens. 

Eev.  J.  J.  Reed  closed  the  impressive  service  with  beautiful  words,  ap- 
propriate to  the  memorial  occasion,  directing  the  thought  of  the  waiting 
audience  to  the  recompense  of  reward  beyond  the  present  life. 

On  motion,  9.30  was  fixed  as  the  hour  for  opening  the  next  morning 
session. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by 
Bishop  Wiley. 
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After  a  half-hour  of  devotions,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  9.30. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read,  and  approved.

Mrs.  F.  A.  Aikin  presented  the  resolutions  of  sympathy  for  Mrs.  Dale, 
and  they  were  approved.     (See  page  54.) 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone  moved  that  a  messenger  be  sent  at  once  to  Mrs. 
Dale,  with  a  copy  of  these  resolutions.    Adopted. 

Mrs.  E.  House,  Chaiiman  of  Committee  on  Supplies,  presented  the 
report,  and  it  was  adopted.     (See  page  51.) 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  rules  for  a  more 
complete  organization  of  this  department,  consisting  of  Mrs.  J.  N.  Dawson, 
Mrs.  R.  S.  Eust,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bayliss,  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  the  following  committee  was 
appointed  to  publish  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Society :  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt, 
Mrs.  E.  J.  Bugbee,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark. 

Mrs.  C.  F.  Springer,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  of 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  read  the  report,  which  was  adopted.  (See 
list  of  ofiicers  on  page  2.) 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  read  her  annual  report, 
which  showed  that  all  expenses  of  the  Society  had  been  fuUy  met,  the 
deficit  of  the  previous  years  had  been  paid,  and  the  Society  was  now  free 
from  debt.  The  report  was  adopted,  with  feelings  of  profound  thankfulness 
for  the  success  of  the  year.     (See  page  57.) 

Mrs.  Clark  supplemented  her  report  by  saying:  "In  the  initiatory 
step  of  any  movement  or  organization  there  are  more  current  expenses  than 
at  any  future  time  in.  its  development. 
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"  In  addition  to  the  Conference  and  District  Secretaries,  friends  to  this 
newly,  organized  work  of  Home  Missions,  being  invited  to  present  the 
claims  of  the  Society  to  auxiliaries  and  congregations,  have  visited  distant 
points,  and  presented  no  bill  of  expenses  incurred. 

"It  is  with  pleasure  we  make  honorable  mention  of  Mrs.  John  Davis, 
First  Vice-president  of  the  Society,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Kust,  CorresiJonding  Secre- 
tary, and  Mrs.  J.  II.  Bayliss.  These  ladies  have  left  their  homes  in  the 
true  spirit  of  self-sacrifice,  and  made  long  journeys  in  the  interest  of  this 
work,  speaking  before  large  assemblies,  and  endeavoring  with  great  earnest- 
ness to  advocate  the  claims  of  Home  Missions,  and  have  borne  their  own 
expenses. 

"  We  especially  appreciate  the  arduous  labors  of  our  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Rust,  during  the  years  of  1881  and  1882,  when  she  traveled 
from  Conference  to  Conference  to  organize  the  work,  incurring  considerable 
expense.  This  amount  ($513)  she  has  most  generously  donated  to  the 
Society." 

Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  was  made  an  Honorable  Patron,  Mrs.  J.  Davis  an  Hon- 
orable Manager,  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bayliss  a  life-member  of  the  Society. 

Miss  Yoakley,  of  Mrs.  Geppert's  Conservatory  of  Music,  rendered  in  a 
clear,  beautiful  voice,  a  solo  from  "  Elijah." 

Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  after  invoking  the  divine  blessing  in  a  few  words 
of  earnest  prayer,  presented  the  following  resolutions  on  Mormonism: 

"Whereas,  The  immigration  policy  of  the  Mormon  Church  enables  its 
missionaries  to  gather  proselytes  by  the  thousands  from  the  nations  of 
Eui'ope  and  our  own  sunny  South ; 

Whereas,  Our  government  has  issued  no  official  protest,  and  put  no 
cbeck  upon  the  illegal  traffic  in  the  bodies  and  souls  of  the  ignorant  and 
superstitious  victims  of  Mormon  duplicity ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Christian  women  of  America  to  pub- 
lish to  the  world  the  protest  of  the  Christian  Church  of  America. 

Resolved,  That  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  here  assembled,  appoint  a  committee  to  draft  a  circular  setting 
forth  a  true  statement  of  the  desecration  by  the  ritual  of  the  Mormon 
Church  of  the  character  and  teachings  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and  that 
it  further  declare  that  the  lust  of  the  flesh  and  the  lust  of  office  alone 
prompt  the  Mormon  priesthood  to  the  establishment  and  perpetuity  of  po- 
lygamy; that  it  portray  in  unmistakable  terms  the  sensualism  of  the 
homes  of  the  lower  classes,  and  the  unutterable  woes  endured  for  "Christ's 
sake  "  in  the  upper  strata  of  jMormon  domestic  life. 

Resolved,  That  this  committee  be  authorized  to  confer  with  other  and 
kindred  organizations,  and  secure  their  financial  co-operation  and  official 
signatures  to  this  circular. 

Resolved,  That  this  committee  shall,  upon  conference  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  be  entitled  to 
make  a  draft  upon  the  missionary  treasury  for  the  publication  of  said  letter 
and  its  distribution  through  our  American  consuls  in  Europe,  and  through 
responsible  organizations  in  our  own  country. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  civil  and 
religious  authorities  at  Salt  Lake  City,  and  make  careful  investigation  of 
the  relation  of  the  ballot  in  the  hands  of  the  women  of  Utah  to  territorial 
legislation,  to  Congressional  representation  at  the  national  capital,  and,  abovq 
all,  to  its  power  to  perpetuate  the  religious  bondage  and  domestic  slaveiy  of 
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the  women  so  enfranc;hiscd  ;  and  if  th(;y  sliall  find  the  facts  to  warrant, 
they  shall  draft  petitions  to  be  circulated  for  signatures,  which  shall  be  pro- 
scnled  to  the  Congressional  Committee  at  Washington,  asking  for  the  dis- 
franchisement of  the  women,  of  Utah,  or  for  a  radical  change  of  the  whole 
form  of  government. 

Mrs.  M.  ]M.  Brown,  of  the  "Wesleyan  College,  offered  this  as  a  substitute 
for  the  last  resolution  :  "That  we  petition  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
to  abrogate  the  present  Territorial  Government,  and  appoint  a  provisional 
government;"  and  advocated  the  adoption  of  this  measure  in  a  well-sus- 
tained and  logical  argument. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  further  discussion  of  this 
subject  was  deferred  till  the  afternoon  session. 

Miss  Yoakley  sung,  with  fine  voice  and  expression,  "  I  hear  thee  speak 
of  the  better  land."     After  which  the  meeting  adjourned. 

A  bountiful  lunch  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  West  Cincinnati 
District  to  the  large  number  of  delegates  and  friends  present,  and  a  dehght- 
ful  hour  of  refreshment  and  social  converse  was  enjoyed. 
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At  2  o'clock  the  business  of  the  meeting  was  resumed,  the  President  in 
the  chair.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  F.  S. 
Hoyt. 

A  large  audience  had  gathered  to  listen  to  the  continuation  of  the  dis- 
cussion on  Mormonism. 

Mrs.  Newman  defended  the  resolution  with  much  spirit,  evidencing  a 
very  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  subject.  She  believed  that  the  vote 
of  the  ]\Iormon  women,  who  exercised  their  rights  under  intimidation,  was 
now  the  chief  stay  of  the  political  power  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  She 
stated  that,  while  men  in  Utah  Avere  subject  to  the  same  laws  as  to  natu- 
ralization and  majority  as  in  other  States,  a  woman  could  come  to  the  Ter- 
ritory one  day,  be  married  the  next  morning,  and  vote  in  the  afternoon — 
could  have  done  so  in  the  morning,  only  it  took  eight  hours  to  go  through 
the  Endowment  House. 

Bishop  Wiley,  on  invitation,  spoke  to  the  Convention.  He  said  it  was 
eminently  proper  that  women  should  move  in  the  effort  to  remove  this 
evil.  It  is  woman  who  is  chiefly  wronged  and  who  suffers  most.  Mormon- 
ism is  an  evil  of  great  magnitude,  which  may  yet  have  to  be  vidped  out  in 
blood.  It  would  not  now  be  a  hard  thing  to  deal  a  death-blow,  and  the 
government  must  deal  the  blow.  The  government  has  nothing  to  do  with 
INIormonism  in  its  religious  aspect.  The  government  must  rescind  the 
Territorial  Government,  and  appoint  a  government  to  be  administered 
from  Washington  City  instead  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

Several  ladies  joined  in  this  animated  discussion. 
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Mrs.  Brown's  substitute  was  lost,  and  the  original  resolutions  passed. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  the  circular  letter  proposed,  con- 
sisting of  Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  Rev.  T.  C.  Iliff,  Judge  Boreman,  and  Mrs. 
A.  G.  Paddock,  of  Utah. 

Mrs.  Newman  offered  the  following  resolution: 

"  That  this  Society  shall  this  year  undertake  the  construction  of  an 
Industrial  Home  in  Salt  Lake  City,  which  shall  be  an  asylum  for,  and  shall 
furnish  employment  to,  the  mothers  and  daughters  of  Utah  who  wish  to  re- 
nounce Mormonism,  and  who  seek  protection  from  violence  and  jjersecu- 
tion." 

In  support  of  this  resolution  Mrs.  Newman  read  letters  from  Governor 
Thomas,  of  Utah,  and  Superintendent  Iliff,  indorsing  this  enterprise.  The 
proposition  appealed  directly  to  the  hearts  of  those  listening,  and  the  ear- 
nest words  of  Mrs.  Newman,  together  with  a  stirring  speech  from  Bishop 
Wiley,  helped  swell  the  tide  of  feeling,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted 
with  great  enthusiasm. 

A  contribution  for  this  Industrial  Home  was  proposed  in  the  form  of 
life-memberships,  in  sums  of  $20.

Mrs.  Marcy  stated  that  tbe  Baptist  ladies  of  Chicago  had  invited  our 
Society  to  send  its  missionaries  to  their  Training-school  in  that  city  until 
we  have  established  a  similar  school  of  our  own. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  were  allowed  to  retire 
for  further  deliberations. 

Mrs.  Coleman  sung,  very  acceptably,  "  Sweet  spirit,  hear  my  prayer." 

Speeches  were  called  for,  and  Dr.  R.  S.  Rust  responded  with  encourag- 
ing words,  commending  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Society,  and  giving  a 
hearty  "  God  Bless  you  "  to  the  workers. 

Mrs,  "W.  H.  Allen,  from  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  expressed 
her  dehght  at  being  present,  and  declared  that  her  heart  had  been  so 
stirred  that  she  should  renew  her  interest  henceforth  in  all  mission  work. 

Mrs.  Leavitt,  of  the  Baptist  Church,  spoke  of  the  inspiration  of  the 
hour,  and  of  the  vast  work  now  opening  up  to  women  in  the  lines  of  mis- 
sionary and  philanthropic  endeavor;  and  said  the  women  of  all  Churches 
must  unitedly  engage  in  this  work  if  the  desired  object  is  to  be  gained — the 
salvation  of  the  world. 

The  audience  arose  and  Joined  in  singing  "  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds." 

Bishop  Wiley  spoke  of  the  boxes  of  supplies,  and  of  the  great  amount 
of  good  accomplished  in  that  department.    Such  donations  are  very  help- 
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fill  to  the  poor  in  the  South,  and  they  also  cheer  the  families  of  poor 
hut  heroic  missionaries  in  destitute  portions  of  the  West  and  North-west. 

Reports  of  committees  were  called  for. 

Mrs.  Bayliss,  Secretary  of  Committee  on  Boxes  and  Supplies,  read  the 
report,  and  it  was  adopted.     (See  page  52. ) 

Mrs.L.  A.  Belt,  Secretary  of  Committee  on  Resolutions,  read  the  re- 
port, which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  as  follows :

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed.  A  hymn  was  sung,  and  Mrs.  Dawson 
led  in  fervent  prayer.  And  thus,  amid  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the  past 
and  hope  for  the  future,  the  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  closed.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
meets  again  to  attend  to  duties  connected  with  its  second  annual  gather- 
ing, and  your  attention  is  invited  to  a  brief  r6sum6  of  what  the  Society 
has  accomplished  during  the  past  year,  and  to  a  few  suggestions  which 
may  be  profitable  in  the  further  prosecution  of  the  work. 

A  year  ago  ladies  connected  with  our  Church,  whose  hearts  had  been 
touched  by  appeals  for  aid  from  the  neglected  sections  of  our  own  country, 
met  in  this  place  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  those  needing  help,  the 
dangers  to  which  they  were  exposed,  and  to  devise  plans  for  their  relief 
and  elevation.  The  task  was  a  delicate  and  difficult  one.  Although  the 
Society  was  successfully  organized  in  many  of  our  Conferences,  and  though 
the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  had  awakened 
a  deep  interest  throughout  the  Church  in  behalf  of  missions  in  our  own 
land,  its  field  of  operations,  its  methods  of  work,  and  its  harmonious  rela- 
tion to  other  branches  of  benevolent  efibrt  in  our  communion  were  not 
yet  fully  understood. 

The  power  and  adaptiveness  of  this  Society  to  benefit  the  Church  in 
which  an  auxiliary  should  be  organized,  by  enlisting  the  entire  member- 
ship in  co-operative  efibrt  for  mission  work,  both  local  and  connectional, 
had  not  j'et  been  properly  appreciated.  Most  people  are  too  busy  to  wel- 
come a  new  claim  upon  their  sympathy  and  effort.  Those  enlisted  in  or- 
ganizations already  established  are  usually  preoccupied  with  duties  and 
responsibilities  connected  with  this  special  interest,  so  that  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  this  new  enterprise,  bringing  so  many  blessings  to  our  hearts 
and  homes,  should  sometimes  encounter  indifierence,  or  even  opposition. 

It  must  win  its  way  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  by  words  of  wisdom 
and  deeds  of  love ;  and  only  by  successful  labor  in  behalf  of  Christ's 
needy  ones  in  our  own  land  can  the  Society  vindicate  its  claim,  to  the  sym- 
pathy and  benevolence  of  our  people. 

THE   year's   record. 

The  work  of  the  year  furnishes  encouraging  results.  As  the  plans  and 
aims  of  the  Society  are  more  fully  understood,  indifference  disappears  and 
opposition  ceases. 

Many  new  Conference  organizations  and  auxiliary  societies  have  been 
formed,  indicating  an  increased  interest  in  home  missions,  and  reasonable 
expectations  for  an  enlarged  revenue. 
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Many  friends  have  been  won  to  sympathy  Avith  the  work,  whose 
pledges  of  aid  in  legacies  and  donations  are  assured  for  the  future. 

The  small  debt  which  had  been  incurred  in  the  organization  of  our 
work  has  been  liquidated.  Our  missionaries  have  been  sustained  in  the 
field,  our  beneficiaries  kept  in  the  schools,  and  the  building  enterprises 
which  have  been  inaugurated  have  been  successfully  prosecuted. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Society  will  be  able  to  greatly  enlarge  its  work, 
increase  its  efficiency,  and  enter  upon  a  wider  sphere  of  usefulness.  The 
ladies  interested  in  this  enterprise  have  been  encouraged  in  their  work  by 
the  cordial  approval  of  the  general  officers  of  the  Church  and  by  their 
kindly  aid  in  its  behalf, 

MISSIONARY    TEACIIEKS. 

The  following  teachers  have  been  in  the  field  the  past  year :  Miss 
Josephine  Cowgill,  Mrs.  Joan  Bentley,  and  Mrs.  E.  C.Williams,  New  Orleans, 
La. ;  Mrs.  S.  M.  Lewis  and  Miss  Viola  Baldwin,  Savannah,  Ga.  ;  Mrs.  L.  M. 
Dunton,  Greenville  District,  S.  C. ;  Mrs.  M.  C.  Bristol,  Nashville  Tenn. ;  IVIiss 
Daily,  at  Ogden,  and  Miss  Wheelock,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  In  the 
South-west,  Mrs.  G.  "W.  Richardson,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Texas 
Conference,  and  jMrs.  Isabella  Howells,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
West  Texas  Conference,  have  labored  without  compensation,  faithfully  and 
successfully.  These  ladies,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Hester  Williams  and  Mrs. 
Marcus  Dale,  District  Managers  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  have  success- 
fully inspired  and  organized  the  efi'orts  of  the  people  to  establish  in  their 
respective  localities  a  number  of  schools  that  have  been  self-supporting 
and  efficient,  being  taught  by  competent  Christian  teachers.  Miss  Flora 
Mitchell,  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  Miss  Ella  J.  Betts,  at  Orangeburg,  S.  C, 
commenced  their  labors  as  Matrons  in  charge  of  the  respective  Model 
Homes  in  these  places  early  in  October. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

Eleven  girls  have  been  aided  in  the  school  during  the  year.  This 
work  appeals  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  benevolent.  The  efibrt  to 
provide  means  for  the  education  of  girls  also  meets  the  oft-expressed  de- 
sire of  youthful  bands  for  special  religious  work. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  from  thirty  to  forty  dollars  will  aid  a  girl 
so  that,  with  her  own  efibrt,  she  can  remain  in  school  the  whole  year. 

CONFERENCE   ORGANIZATION. 

The  aim  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to  organize  the 
latent  forces  of  the  Church,  and  enlist  the  energies  of  the  women  and  girls 
not  employed  in  Christian  work.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  increase 
the  resources  of  the  Church,  promote  spiritual  growth  in  her  membership, 
and  secure  her  highest  usefulness  in  every  good  word  and  work. 

The  Society  in  its  organization  includes  a  Conference  Auxiliary  in  each 
Conference,  with  a  full  corps  of  officers  competent  for  the  management  of 
such  interests  of  the  Church  as  may  come  within  its  sphere  of  action,  and 
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each  Conference  Society  is  expected  to  manage  its  local  interests  under 
By-laws  in  harmony  with  the  General  Constitution  ;  and  it  is  important  that 
Conference  organizations  should  be  secured  at  the  earliest  day  possible 
throughout  the  entire  Cliurch,  and  Auxiliaries  in  the  several  charges. 

To  secure  this  object,  by  vote  of  the  Executive  Board,  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  associated  with  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton,  one  of  our  missionaries 
from  the  South,  was  requested  to  visit  as  many  of  the  Spring  Conferences 
as  opportunity  would  allow,  and  represent  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and, 
if  possible,  secure  in  each  a  Conference  organization.  The  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, Philadelphia,  New  Jersey,  Newark,  Wyoming,  New  York  East, 
New  England,  New  England  Southern,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and 
Troy  Conferences  were  visited. 

The  representatives  of  the  Society  were  cordially  received  and  kindly 
aided  in  the  object  of  their  mission.  In  several  of  these  Conferences  organ- 
izations already  existed.  In  Vermont,  Wyoming  and  New  England  South- 
ern, Societies  were  organized.  Conference  or  District  Secretaries  were 
appointed  in  Central  Pennsylvania,  New  York  East,  New  Hampshire,  and 
New  Jersey  Conferences. 

The  same  ladies  were  commissioned  to  \Tsit  several  of  the  Summer 
resorts.  At  Lake  Bluff,  Ocean  Grove,  and  Martha's  Vineyard  a  whole  day 
was  devoted  to  the  interest  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
The  immense  audiences  which  attended  these  exercises,  and  the  co-opera- 
tion of  influential  ladies  and  gentlemen,  furnished  assurance  that  the  im- 
portance of  this  enterprise  was  beginning  to  be  appreciated. 

Meetings  were  held  at  Lancaster,  Lakeside,  and  many  other  Summer 
resorts,  East  and  West,  under  the  auspices  of  ladies  connected  with  the 
Society,  with  the  most  gratifying  results. 

The  same  ladies  were  again  appointed  to  visit  the  Fall  Conferences. 
They  were  able,  by  extensive  and  expensive  travel,  to  reach  the  Indiana, 
West  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  St.  Louis,  West  German,  Des  Moines, 
Upper  Iowa,  East  Ohio,  Central  Ohio,  Erie,  Pittsburg,  Genesee,  Rock  Eiver, 
and  Wisconsin  Conferences.  The  Savannah  Conference  was  also  visited, 
making  sixteen,  and  organizations  were  formed  or  Secretaries  appointed 
in  all  of  these  in  which  the  work  had  not  been  previously  organized. 

It  is  due,  in  this  connection,  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  services  rendered  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton  in  this  visitation.  Her 
touching  incidents  and  faithful  delineations  of  life  in  the  South  awakened 
a  deep  interest  and  produced  a  profound  impression. 

Other  Conferences  were  \'isited,  and  the  same  object  effected  by  other 
ladies — the  Nebraska  and  West  Nebraska  by  Mrs.  Bishop  Wiley  and  ]\Irs. 
Angle  F,  Newman ;  the  Illinois  and  Southern  Illinois  by  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Marcy ;  the  Iowa  and  North-west  Iowa  by  Mrs.  Col.  Springer ;  the  North 
Indiana,  South-east  Indiana,  and  Cincinnati  by  ^Irs.  John  Davis,  Mrs. 
J,  H.  Bayliss,  and  others. 

The  kind  and  fraternal  manner  with  which  the  representatives  of  our 
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Society  were  uniformly  received  by  presiding  bishop  and  members  of  the 
Conferences  visited  deserves  grateful  acknowledgments.  Each  Conference 
appointed  a  committee,  which  took  the  subject  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  into  careful  consideration,  and  submitted  a  report.  The 
resolutions  adopted  uniformly  expressed  cordial  approval  of  the  enterprise, 
and  earnestly  recommended  the  organization  of  Societies  throughout  their 
respective  bounds.  The  result  of  this  effort  is  very  encouraging,  and  gives 
promise  of  general  organization  and  rich  harvests  in  the  future. 

UNIFICATION. 

The  problera  of  uniting  in  one  Society  the  local  and  the  mission  work 
in  our  own  country,  though  somewhat  difficult,  has  been  successfully  solved 
in  the  practice  of  many  of  our  auxiliaries.  When  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  has  been  organized  in  these  charges,  committees  have 
been  formed  to  look  after  the  various  local  interests — the  needy  poor.  Sab- 
bath-schools, Church  furnishing,  visiting,  etc.  The  ladies  engaged  in  these 
branches  of  local  work  are  not  necessarily  members  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  by  the  payment  of  annual  dues,  but  these  committees 
report  their  work  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society.  Thus  all  the 
"home  mission"  interests  of  the  Church, local  and  connectional,  are  united 
in  one  meeting.  This  plan  saves  time,  awakens  general  interest,  and  im- 
parts valuable  information  concerning  the  various  departments  of  mission 
work  to  all  present.  The  Auxiliary  has  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  Gen- 
eral Society,  only  for  membership  fees  and  such  other  moneys  as  are  sent  to 
the  general  treasury,  to  be  used  for  the  needs  of  the  Society  in  its  mission 
fields.  The  record  of  all  local  work  and  of  money  expended  at  home  belong 
to  the  Charge  and  to  the  Conference  Society,  in  such  form  as  the  home 
work  may  be  arranged  under  its  By-laws.*

There  are  217  members  in  this  Band,  who  are,  by  this  labor  of  love,  trained  for 
Christian  usefulness. 

Missionary  Collection.  A  successful  method  of  raising  this  is  shown  in  the  expe- 
rience of  a  pastor  on  a  circuit  in  Kentucky,  which  "  heretofore  had  not  been  able  to 
raise  a  small  apportionment."  The  ladies  in  one  of  its  three  charges  organized  a 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  secured  for  the  pastor  $30.00,  which  was 
half  the  sum  apportioned  to  the  whole  circuit.  Besides,  they  sent  to  the  general 
treasury  $10.00  for  the  Utah  Building  Fund,  which  entitled  the  Auxiliary  to  one 
delegate  in  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Conference  Society.  The  Secretary  writes 
that  "  the  membership  is  now  deeply  interested  in  mission  work  at  home  and 
abroad." 
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woman's  responsibility. 

This  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  our  Churches  are  women.  This  great  force  should  be  thoroughly  organ- 
ized and  wisely  directed,  that  it  may  become  an  agency  of  great  efficiency 
in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.  Sabbath-school  work  must  fall 
largely  into  the  hands  of  women.  Judicious  and  persevering  effort  on  their 
part  may  bring  the  boys  and  girls  into  the  Sabbath-school,  retain  them 
there,  and  most  likely  eventually  bring  them  into  the  Church. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  this  Society  to  organize  bands  of  young  people, 
to  induce  them  to  consecrate  heart  and  life  to  Christ,  and  to  instruct  them 
in  regard  to  the  conditions  and  wants  of  our  country ;  and  thus  bind  them 
to  the  Church  by  the  double  bond  of  patriotism  and  religion.  The  senti- 
ment of  patriotism  is  easily  kindled  in  the  young  heart,  and,  if  associated 
with  religion,  it  will  become  the  controlling  principle  of  action,  enable  its 
possessor  to  live  a  useful  life,  and  render  valiant  service  in  the  cause  of 
Christ.  Very  few  of  our  youth  have  any  appreciation  of  the  perils  spring- 
ing from  ignorance,  vice,  and  Mormonism  in  our  frontiers,  that  threaten 
our  free  institutions  and  all  that  patriotism  holds  dear. 

The  refuse  of  all  nations  is  drifting  to  this  country.  These  immigrants 
bring  more  of  the  vices,  superstition,  infidelity,  and  irreligion  of  the  Old 
World  with  them  than  they  bring  of  its  culture,  its  graces,  or  its  art — so 
that  there  is,  in  fact,  a  transfer  of  the  foreign  field  to  the  home,  and  in  this 
respect  the  work  of  the  missionary  and  the  patriot  is  one.  It  is  a  work  of 
no  little  importance  to  resist  the  evil  influences  of  these  multitudes  flock- 
ing to  our  shores,  and  to  mold  them  into  harmony  with  our  free  institu- 
tions and  Christian  faith. 

Is  not  woman's  responsibility  in  this  field  equal  to  her  ability  and  her 
opportunity?  Dare  we  sit  with  folded  hands  while  the  work  of  ruin  goes 
on?  Have  Methodist  women  less  interest  in  Church  and  native  land  than 
the  women  of  other  denominations  who  are  laboring  so  successfully  in 
Home  Missions? 

SPECIAL   TRAINING   FOR  GIRLS. 

Industrial  teaching  is  essential  to  the  success  of  our  Church  and  school 
work  in  the  South.  Heretofore  a  large  proportion  of  those  remaining  in 
the  schools  long  enough  to  obtain  more  than  the  rudiments  of  education 
have  been  males.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this.  Boys  are  constantly 
urged  to  fit  themselves  for  higher  pursuits.  Trades,  business,  and  the 
professions  are  open  to  them  as  inducements  to  efi'ort.  They  can  secure 
the  means  to  defray  expenses  where  girls  can  not.  Many  young  men  have 
been  aided  by  friends  to  become  teachers,  physicians,  and  preachers,  while 
until  lately  no  such  help  has  been  offered  to  girls. 

But  if  these  young  men  are  obliged  to  marry  ignorant  women,  and  re- 
turn to  disorderly  cabin  life,  too  many  of  them  will  fall  back  into  their 
former  habits  and  vices. 

Life,  in  the  cabins  of  the  freedmen  and  in  the  hovels  of  the  poor 
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whites,  is  barren  of  all  the  elevatiug  and  refining  influences  of  the  true 
home.  These  miserable  tenements  have  neither  floors,  windows,  nor  any 
of  the  conveniences  of  civilized  life. 

When  girls  come  to  our  schools  from  such  abodes,  and  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  hopes  to  give  them  the  moral  and  material  en- 
couragement to  do  so  in  much  larger  numbers  than  in  the  past,  they  will 
need  special  training  in  home  life  duties  different  from  what  the  class-room 
and  the  extended  scale  of  housekeeping  of  the  college  can  furnish.  Cabin- 
life,  so  far,  has  been  void  of  this  idea  of  duty  and  obligation.  In  order 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  become  good  servants,  housekeepers,  and 
wives,  we  must  bring  them  under  the  influence  of  something  like  a 
true  home,  to  give  them  a  just  conception  of  its  Christian  order,  grace,  and 
comfort,  as  it  may  be  managed  on  a  scale  adapted  to  the  family  of  limited 
means. 

In  connection  with  the  educational  institutions  of  our  Church,  this 
Society  purposes  to  establish  training-schools  for  girls,  in  which  the  theory 
and  practice  of  housekeeping  shall  be  taught  and  illustrated.  This  branch 
of  instruction  may  be  carried  on  by  us  as  a  supplementary  work  of  the 
Church  in  localities  where  we  have  no  schools. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  masses  can  secure  the  advantages  of 
liberal  culture.  They  should  be  educated  for  the  sphere  in  which  they 
are  expected  to  move,  and  these  girls  need  such  a  training  as  can  be  se- 
cured in  one  of  our  well-regulated  industrial  homes,  in  which  the  elemen- 
tary branches  of  education  and  the  every-day  duties  of  life  are  practically 
taught  and  enforced ;  and  such  training  will  prepare  them,  to  make  the 
home  of  the  poor  man  comfortable  and  happy. 

This  home  missionary  work  in  behalf  of  the  girls  can  not  be  neglected 
without  seriously  impairing  the  influence  of  the  schools  in  which  our  youth 
are  educated. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  "the  wives  and  mothers  must 
be  reached  and  trained  and  elevated,  if  we  expect  to  render  permanent  the 
work  we  are  doing  among  the  men.  Into  the  abodes  of  ignorance  we  must 
send  the  tenderness,  tact,  and  sympathy  which  are  the  divine  and  exclu- 
sive endowment  of  Christian  womanhood." 

THE   INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 

This,  as  conceived  in  the  thought  of  the  projectors,  is  a  pretty  cottage, 
with  convenient  apartments — kitchen,  dining-room,  sewing-room,  bed- 
rooms, and  parlor.  It  is  to  be  tastefully  and  economically  furnished,  that 
it  may  serve  as  a  model  for  the  girls.  It  will  be  in  charge  of  a  matron,  who 
will  give  special  instruction  in  cooking,  sewing,  and  the  varied  duties  of 
practical  housekeeping.  The  matron  will  instruct  the  girls  in  the  econom- 
ical use  of  money  in  making  purchases.  They  will  be  taught  the  industries 
of  the  needle,  dress-making,  millinery,  and  all  the  employments  in  which 
women  may  profitably  engage.     Care  of  the  sick  and  instruction  in  the 
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laws  of  life  and  health  will  be  made  a  specialty,  and  thus  a  great  amount 
of  suffering  which  results  from  superstition  and  ignorance  may  be  avoided. 

THE  "model  home"  at  ATLANTA. 

This  Industrial  Home  for  girls  was  planned  by  the  teachers  of  Clark 
University  ;  and  this  convenient  cottage,  erected  in  a  pleasant  grove,  is  the 
result  of  their  benevolent  and  persevering  effort.  These  ladies,  becoming 
convinced  that  the  school  could  not  give  the  training  that  the  girls  needed 
to  make  them  good  housekeepers  and  useful  companions,  conceived  the 
idea  of  the  Model  Home,  and  solicited  funds  for  its  establishment. 
Mr.  E.  C.  Fisk,  of  Boston,  contributed  $500  towards  the  enterprise,  and 
the  balance  was  obtained  by  the  personal  effort  of  the  lady  teachers  during 
vacation. 

The  Home  has  been  placed  in  the  care  of  this  Society  by  the  Auxil- 
iary organized  at  the  University.  The  matron.  Miss  Flora  Mitchell,  a  lady 
of  rare  qualifications  for  this  work,  took  charge  of  the  cottage  in  October, 
and  will  be  supported  by  the  Society.  She  is  doing  excellent  service  in 
the  training  of  the  girls. 

SAVANNAH,  GEORGIA. 

The  Society  has  had  a  very  interesting  work  here  for  two  years — first 
under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  M.  C.  Bristol  and  Mrs.  S.  M.  Lewis.  Last  year 
Miss  Viola  Baldwin  succeeded  Mrs.  Bristol,  and  she  and  Mrs.  Lewis  have 
labored  faithfully  and  successfully,  strengthening  the  Church  and  Sabbath- 
school,  and  exerting  a  wide  influence  for  good  in  the  community. 

The  work  is  conducted  in  a  rented  house,  inconvenient,  and  too  small 
for  the  purpose. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary,  in  order  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  neg- 
lected people,  that  a  convenient  building  be  provided  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Our  Church  has  no  school  at  Savannah,  and  the  public  schools  accom- 
modate only  a  small  part  of  the  children  desiring  to  attend. 

The  enterprise  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  here  em- 
braces a  school  for  children  during  the  day  and  for  adults  by  night,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  industrial  department  for  women  and  girls. 

THE   HOME   AT  OKANGEBURG. 

The  building  for  the  Home  at  Claflin  University  is  provided  by  the 
trustees,  and  it  has  recently  been  placed  in  the  charge  of  Miss  Ella  J. 
Betts,  as  matron.  Twenty  girls  reside  in  this  Home,  and  are  trained  in 
domestic  duties  under  her  constant  care.  Increased  accommodations  are 
demanded  to  meet  the  necessities  of  this  important  enterprise. 

NEW   ORLEANS. 

The  work  here  has  not  been  organized  into  a  distinct  department,  for 
lack  of  a  suitable  building;  but  it  is  sustained  in  connection  with  the  Uni- 
versity, and  is  under  the  care  of  Miss  Josephine  Cowgill,  who  for  more 
than  five  years  has  rendered  most  valuable  service  in  mission  work  among 
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the  needy  of  this  city.  Two  schools  of  neglected  children  gathered  from 
the  streets  have  been  taught  by  our  missionaries,  Mrs.  Bentley  and  INIrs. 
Williams,  for  the  past  two  years,  with  very  gratifpng  results. 

Miss  Cowgill  has  also  inspired  and  aided  the  people  in  establishing  ten 
schools  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  all  but  three  of  them  being  entirely 
self-supporting.  They  are  taught  by  Christian  teachers  educated  in  the 
Freedmen's  Aid  schools. 

This  mission  was  inaugurated  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hartzell,  and  it  is  the  fruit 
of  her  self-sacrificing  labors  in  behalf  of  the  poor  and  neglected. 

ADELINE   M.  SMITH,  IXDUSTRIAL    HOME. 

At  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  a  beautiful  cottage  of  eight  rooms,  with  con- 
veniences adapted  to  the  work,  erected  on  the  same  block  with  the  Phi- 
lander Smith  College,  is  completed,  and  will  be  dedicated  in  a  few  days. 
The  building  cost  §1,800. 


Industxial  Home,  Ldttle  Hock,  Arkansas. 
Mrs.  Philander  Smith,  of  Oak  Park,  111.,  inaugurated  the  enterprise 
by  the  generous  donation  of  $1,000,  and  she  will  aid  in  the  further  prose- 
cution of  the  noble  work.      It  will  be  auxiliary  to  the  college,  which  bears 
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the  name  and  was  erected  by  her  as  a  memorial  of  her  deceased  husband. 
It  will  co-operato  with  the  college  in  preparing  the  people  to  secure  the 
blessings  of  the  Christian  life  and  home. 

HOME  FOR  SALT  LAKE  SEMINARY. 

Two  years  ago,  acting  under  the  advice  of  Bishop  Wiley,  the  supervis- 
ing bishop  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  who  aided  in  the  organization  of  this 
Society,  and  has  been  its  true  friend  in  every  exigency  of  its  history,  the 
Society  appealed  to  the  Church  for  $5,000  to  erect  a  home  and  boarding 
department  for  tlie  school.  This  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  had  peculiar  significance.  Although  this  build- 
ing was  greatly  needed,  there  was  no  other  organized  agency  in  the  Church 
competent  to  undertake  the  effort  of  securing  it. 

A  condition  of  our  appeal  in  behalf  of  this  enterprise  was  to  com- 
mence the  building  when  a  warrantable  sum  had  been  obtained,  and  pro- 
ceed with  it  as  rapidly  as  the  funds  collected  would  admit  without  incur- 
ring debt.  The  building  was  contracted  for  in  July,  and  was  completed 
early  in  December.  This  building  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
missions  in  Utah,  It  has  been  comfortably  and  appropriately  furnished  by 
Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fisk,  of  New  York,  who  sent  a  check  for  $1,000  for  this 
purpose. 

In  this  connection  we  deem  it  wise  to  suggest  that  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  establish  an  Industrial  Home  in  Salt  Lake  City,  with 
the  double  purpose  of  a  school  and  of  aiding  women  and  girls  who  de- 
sire to  leave  the  Mormon  Church.  The  thorough  system  of  espionage 
existing  in  Utah,  and  the  fact  that  women  who  renounce  polygamy  are 
subjected  to  cruel  persecutions,  and  can  neither  secure  protection  nor 
employment,  make  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  them  to  escape  from  their 
bondage. 

An  institution  that  would  offer  shelter  and  the  means  of  self-support 
until  their  escape  and  settlement  elsewhere  could  be  effected  would  be  a 
boon  of  inestimable  value  to  these  unfortunate  women.  Such  an  enter- 
prise would  appeal  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  women  of  the  naiion, 
and  the  startling  facts  and  arguments  that  might  be  brought  to  light  in  its 
advocacy  would  hasten  the  overthrow  of  Mormonism. 

Thousands  of  these  deluded  women  have  been  enticed  from  home  and 
family  and  friends  in  the  Old  World  to  come  to  this,  by  false  representa- 
tions of  the  land  and  religion  of  the  "  Latter-day  Saints."  If  the  women  of 
the  Church  would  also  unite  in  sending  notes  of  warning  to  the  countries 
from  which  this 'people  come,  many  might  be  saved  from  this  terrible 
delusion. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  have  thus  hastily  glanced  at  the  year's  work,  which  has  been  largely 
preparatory,  laying  foundations  for  future  usefulrless,  sowing  seed  for 
future  harvests.  God's  blessings  have  crowned  our  humble  efforts  to  or- 
ganize a  Society  to  aid  in  saving  this  fair  land.    A  little  band  of  sisters 
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three  years  since,  with  anxious  and  trembling  hearts,  entered  upon  this  mis- 
sion, "weeping,  bearing  precious  seed;"  but  they  now  "return  rejoicing, 
bearing  their  sheaves  with  them."  Wliat  God  has  already  done  in  the  or- 
ganization of  this  movepient  furnishes  assurance  of  future  triumphs.  Like 
the  women  who  had  brought  sweet  spices  that  they  miglit  anoint  the  body 
of  Jesus,  so  our  women,  in  their  effort  to  save  the  needy  ones  in  our  own 
country,  have  brought  their  choicest  gifts  and  laid  them  at  the  feet  of 
Jesus. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  week,  so  soon  as  the  Sab- 
bath was  past,  the  women  started  for  the  sepulcher,  where  Joseph  had  laid 
Jesus,  and  had  rolled  a  stone  upon  its  door.  And  as  they  drew  near  they 
said  among  themselves,  **  Who  shall  roll  us  away  the  stone  from  the  door 
of  the  sepulcher."  And  when  they  reached  the  sepulcher  they  saw  the 
stone  was  rolled  away. 

So  the  little  band  of  Christian  women,  who  were  anxious  to  show  their 
love  to  Jesus  by  carrying  blessings  to  his  needy  and  suffering  children, 
trembled  with  fear  at  the  difficulties  that  loomed  up  in  the  way  of  organ- 
izing a  Society  throughout  our  wide-spread  connection  to  save  our  native 
land  from  the  dangers  which,  threatened  to  destroy  it.  But  in  Christ's 
name  they  went  forward  on  their  errand  of  mercy,  and  difficulty  after  dif- 
ficulty disappeared — such  as  securing  a  hearing  for  our  cause,  gaining  ac- 
cess to  the  hearts  of  the  people,  effecting  an  organization,  securing  funds 
to  sustain  our  missions — one  after  another  of  these  difficulties  disappeared, 
and  thus  far  God  has  sent  his  angel  to  roll  away  the  stone  and  cheer  the 
hearts  of  the  trembling  women  bringing  sweet  spices  to  anoint  the  body 
of  Jesus. 

Having  aided  our  work  thus  far,  we  will  trust  Him  still,  believing  that 
all  difficulties  in  the  way  of  permanently  organizing  and  sustaining  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  will  disappear  as  we  approach  them, 
if  we  go  forward  with  the  followers  of  Jesus,  and  in  Christ's  name  and 
Spirit  do  this  great  work  for  Him. 
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CENTRAL  NEW  YORK  CONFERENCE. 

The  work  was  presented  at  this  Conference  in  October,  1881,  and  a 
Conference  Secretary,  with  a  Vice-president  from  each  district,  were  ap- 
pointed. Nothing  further  was  done  until  the  next  Conference  session,  when 
the  same  officers  were  re-appointed. 

The  following  April  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  with  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton,  visited 
the  Churches  in  Syracuse,  and  presented  the  work.  They  met  with  re- 
sponsive hearts,  and,  as  a  result,  a  union  organization  was  formed,  which 
has  done  very  effective  work. 

In  May  and  June  Mrs.  Dunton,  with  the  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretary,  visited  respectively  Clyde,  the  two  Churches  in  Auburn,  Penn 
Yan,  Milo  Center,  Elmira,  and  the  two  Churches  in  Ithaca.  The  result  was 
five  good  societies  organized,  and  probably  two  more  will  soon  be  formed. 

Already  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  have  been  sent  to  the 
Treasurer. 

At  the  Conference  in  October  a  Conference  organization  was  formed, 
with  a  full  corps  of  officers.     (See  page  74.)

The  Committee  on  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  appointed  at 
the  Annual  Conference  of  1883,  presented  the  following  report : 

"  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  send  into  destitute  regions  of  our  own 
land  Christian  women,  to  organize  schools  and  to  give  religious  instruction 
in  the  homes  of  the  needy.  It  has  been  organized  in  harmony  with  the 
other  benevolences  of  the  Church,  and  has  received  the  indorsement  of 
the  bishops ;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  the  object  of 
the  Home  Missionary  Society  renders  it  worthy  of  our  hearty  support. 

"  2.  That  we  recognize  in  the  destitution  of  our  frontier  settlements,  in 
the  influx  of  foreign  immigration,  in  the  duties  we  owe  to  the  aborigines. 
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in  the  abominations  of  Mormonism,  and  in  the  ignorance  of  the  Southern 
freedwomen,  an  ample  field  for  this  branch  of  benevolent  enterprise,  and 
the  exceeding  necessity  for  such  an  organization. 

"  3.  That  we  use  our  infiuence  and  opportunities  as  pastors  to  sanction 
and  advance  the  interests  of  this  cause. 

"  4.  That  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  the  re-organization  of  a  Conference  Society  as  soon  as  practicable,  and 
urge  the  organization  of  auxiliaries  in  our  various  charges.

The  present  condition  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in 
Cincinnati  Conference  is  as  follows:  Number  of  auxiliaries,  34;  number 
of  Young  Ladies'  auxiliaries,  2 ;  number  of  Bands,  4 ;  number  of  life- 
members,  20;  number  of  honorary  life-managers,  4;  total  amount  of  mon- 
eys collected  during  tlie  year,  $3,030.95  (this  includes  $2,072.35  for  General 
Fund;  $616.30  for  Utah  Fund;  $217.30  for  Beneficiary  Fund;  $125.00  for 
Special  Fund) ;  value  of  supplies,  $240. 

The  status  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  Cincinnati 
Conference  is  largely  due  to  the  persevering  and  untiring  efi'orts  of  its 
late  Secretary,  Mrs.  Carrie  Larkin  Williams,  whose  earthly  labors  were 
merged  into  heavenly  rest  October  14,  1883.

Whereas,  We  find  that  the  Society  is  receiving  the  sympathy  of  the 
bishops  and  officers  of  the  Missionary  Society ;  therefore, 

"Resolved,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  organization  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  will  use  our  influence  as  pastors  to  advance 
the  interests  of  this  cause. 

"  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  organization,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
of  a  Des  Moines  Conference  Society,  auxiliary  to  the  general  Society,  and 
we  nominate  the  accompanying  list  of  officers."     (See  page  75.)

DETROIT   CONFERENCE. 

An  explanation  is  in  justice  due  to  the  women  of  Detroit  for  having 
delayed  the  work  of  organizing  Home  Missionary  Societies  in  this  Con- 
ference. 

This  movement  was  represented  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary',  Mrs. 
Rust,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  at  Port  Huron  in  1881,  and  resolu- 
tions approving  of  the  work  were  passed  by  the  Conference,  and  ladies  were 
nominated  for  the  Conference  Society. 

The  great  fires  of  1881,  which  spread  over  so  large  a  territory  of  !Michi- 
gan,  leaving  only  ruin  upon  their  track,  were  mostly  within  the  bounds  of 
this  Conference.  The  cry  came  for  immediate  help.  The  Churches  re- 
sponded generously  with  money,  our  ministers  gave  much  time,  and  the 
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ladies  sent  many  boxes  of  clothing  to  those  who  had  been  made  destitute 
and  homeless. 

This  work  is  yet  unfinished  ;  but,  for  a  few  months  past,  some  of  our 
sisters  have  felt  that  the  time  had  come  in  which  to  consider,  at  least,  the 
feasibility  of  organizing  a  work  which  might  eventually  extend  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  our  own  State, 

At  Conference,  which  met  in  the  city  of  Flint  in  September  last,  a  meet- 
ing was  held  in  the  interest  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
Most  excellent  addresses  were  made,  and  tlie  sympatliies  of  many  were  en- 
listed in  favor  of  this  good  work.  It  had  been  hoped  that  a  Conference 
Societj'-  might  then  and  there  be  formed ;  but  circumstances  seemed  to  ren- 
der it  necessary  to  defer  such  organization  until  some  future  time. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  on  Wednesday,  November  14th,  a  Society 
was  formed  at  Ann  Arbor,  consisting  of  thirty  members. 

We  hope  that  soon  a  Conference  Society  will  be  formed  in  Detroit 
Conference,  which  will  continue  until  all  who  love  home-work  are  gath- 
ered in. 

The  ladies  of  the  Ann  Arbor  Society  are  among  the  most  earnest 
workers  of  the  Church,  and  are  already  planning  great  things.  We  trust 
that  an  influence  for  good  may  go  out  from  this  Society,  which  shall  en- 
courage others  in  our  Conference  to  engage  in  the  same  work,

ERIE    CONFERENCE. 

The  Erie  Conference  Home  Missionary  Society,  having  been  organized 
September  25, 1880,  has  just  closed  its  third  year.  During  the  year  there 
has  been  naarked  growth  in  knowledge  of  the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  a  consequent  increase  of  interest.  The  ladies  engaged  in  our  Con- 
ference, District,  and  Auxiliary  work  are  intelligent,  able  wemen,  devoted 
to  Christ  and  his  cause.    It  is  a  privilege  to  be  associated  with  them. 

The  harmony  existing  between  this  Society  and  our  elder  sister,  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  has  been  beautifully  exemplified  in 
various  ways:  and  in  the  Franklin  District  the  "Home"  and  "  Foreign" 
regularly  hold  their  Annual  District  Conventions  together. 

The  Erie  Annual  Conference  has  proved  a  staunch  friend  of  our  Soci- 
ety, and  has  each  year  granted  us  a  place  in  the  programme  of  Confer- 
ence anniversaries. 

Our  anniversary  meeting  at  the  late  session  in  October  was  enthusiastic 
in  spirit  and  successful  in  results.  Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs.  Dunton  were 
with  us. 

The  Conference  appointed  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  Work  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  composed  of  one  minister  from  each  district. 

The  Pittsburg  Advocate,  edited  by  Rev.  Alfred  Wheeler,  D.  D.,  has  been 
uniformly  kind  in  giving  place  to  our  Conference  and  district  reports. 
The  pastors  have  also  merited  our  gratitude. 

Especial  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  engage  the  young  people  and 
the  children  in  home  mission  work,  and  a  number  of  organizations  have 
been  effected.  The  importance  of  these  societies  can  not  be  over-estimated. 
They  are  grand  training-schools  for  making  our  young  people  zealous  and 
efficient  workers  to  fill  the  places  of  the  passing  generation. 

The  ardor  of  these  youthful  workers  is  inspiring.  One  Corresponding 
Secretary,  a  pretty,  bright  girl  of  fourteen,  wrote  of  the  work  put  into 
her  hands,  "I  am  going  to  give  my  whole  mind  to  it;"  and  she  has.  A 
band  of  "  Cheerful  Workers,"  composed  of  little  girls,  has  sent  in  a  better 
report  than  some  auxiliaries. 

A  systematic  circulation  of  Leaflets,  Constitutions,  Reports,  etc.,  has 
been  inaugurated  by  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  by  which  it 
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is  hoped  the  careful  reading  and  study  of  these  can  be  secured  among  the 
members  of  our  Society,  and  also  among  those  outside. 

Tiie  duty  of  becoming  a  /t/e-member  is  being  recognized  more  fully  each 
year  by  our  members. 

The  Ellington  Auxiliary  took  it  into  their  loving  hearts  to  make  the 
Conference  Corresponding  »Secrctary  a  life-member,  and  also  presented  her 
with  a  lovely  missionary  quilt.

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IOWA  CONFERENCE. 

At  the  recent  session  of  this  Conference  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted: 

"  Your  Committee  find  that  the  aim  of  this  Society  is  to  enlist  and 
organize  the  efforts  of  Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  improvement  of 
homos,  and  the  elevation  of  the  ignorant  and  degraded  inmates,  in  the 
mission  sections  of  our  own  land. 

"AVe  find  that  the  plan  of  the  Society  is  to  send  into  these  neglected 
and  destitute  regions  Christian  women,  to  teach  in  schools  where  such  can 
be  collected,  and  also  to  give  religious  instruction  by  going  into  the  homes 
of  the  needy. 

"  We  find  that  the  movers  of  this  Society  are  pursuing  their  work  zeal- 
ously, and  as  rapidly  as  possible ;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  organization  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

"Resolved,  That  we  use  our  influence  and  opportunities,  as  pastors,  to 
sanction  and  advance  the  interests  of  this  cause. 

"  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  organization,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
of  a  Conference  Society,  to  be  auxiliary  to  the  general  Society  ;  and  to  secure 
that  object,  the  appointment  of  a  Corresponding  Secretary  for  the  Confer- 
ence, and  a  District  Secretary  in  each  presiding  elder's  district. 

"Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  Iowa  Conference  raise  $100, 
to  constitute  Bishop  Simpson  an  Honorary  Manager  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society.

KENTUCKY  CONFERENCE. 

But  one  Auxiliary  has  been  formed  in  this  Conference.  This  was  or- 
ganized at  Hardinsburg,  which  is  one  of  three  charges  making  a  circuit. 
This  Circuit  has  heretofore  been  unable  to  pay  the  apportionment  to  the 
Missionary  Society.  The  ladies  organized  a  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  sent  $10  to  the  general  Treasurer  of  that  Society,  and  then  assisted 
in  raising  money  for  the  parent  Society — so  that  the  full  amount  of  the 
apportionment  was  handed  to  the  pastor.  Surely,  in  this  case,  it  could  not 
be  said  that  the  contributions  to  the  Missionary  Society  were  lessened  by 
the  formation  of  a  Woman's  Society. 

Contributions  from  Union  Church,  Covington,  have  also  been  sent  to 
the  general  Treasurer.  Submitted  by  Committee. 

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE. 

Mrs.  Williams,  Manager  of  Baton  Rouge  District,  writes :  "  This  year 
has  been  somewhat  sickly.  The  towns  have  been  quarantined,  and  there- 
fore I  could  not  attend  to  my  work  as  otherwise  I  would  have  done.  We 
have  been  doing  work  for  the  poor  and  distressed  of  our  own  immediate 
localities. 

"  We  are  somewhat  embarrassed  in  finances  now,  and,  as  we  have  in 
Baton  Rouge  twenty  or  thirty  orphan  children  to  care  for,  we  ask  you  to 
help  us  by  sending  some  second-hand  clothing  and  shoes.  Our  societies  in 
this  district  have  raised  $287.20  for  their  local  work,  as  follows :  For  expenses 
of  Managers  in  supervising  the  work,  $86.90;  for  church  building  and  fur- 
nishing, $76.25 ;  for  care  of  sick  and  needy,  $194.30 ;  for  schools,  $203. 

"  There  are  Auxiliaries  at  Baton  Rouge,  Clinton,  Macedonia,  Mount 
Carmel,  Jackson,  Wesley  Chapel,  West  Baton  Rouge,  Rosedale,  and  Ma- 
sonville." 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Dale,  Manager  of  North  New  Orleans  District,  writes:  "I 
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rejoice  to  see  that  my  work  in  behalf  of  the  mission  cause  is  a  success.  Mrs. 
Cliarlotte  Williams  made  seventy-nine  visits  to  the  sick  during  tlie  quarter. 
The  small-pox  has  been  raging  in  the  towns,  and  has  carr;ed  oil"  many 
dear  and  intimate  friends. 

"  We  feel  the  importance  of  teaching  the  young  people,  especially  the 
young  children,  how  to  sew.  The  sewing-scliool  at  St.  Peter's  Church  lias 
seventy-eight  children  in  it.  The  Society  has  also  done  a  good  work  in 
helping  to  bury  the  dead. 

"  I  organized  a  Society  in  Donaldsonville,  with  fifty  members.  This  So- 
ciety kept  up  a  school  for  five  montlis,  which  was  taught  by  a  competent 
Methodist  teacher.  In  Napoleonville  there  is  a  Society  numbering  one 
hundred  and  fifty ;  a  school  of  seventy  or  eighty  will  open  in  January.  I 
organized  a  Society  at  Woodlawn,  sent  a  competent  teacher,  and  a  school 
is  opened  there.  At  Triljodeauxville  the  Society  numbers  more  than  one 
hundred,  and  a  large  scliool  is  going  on  there,  with  a  capable  teacher.  A 
Society  numbering  fifty  is  organized  in  Darrounville,  one  in  West  Pearl, 
and  one  in  White  Hall. 

"  Children  have  been  brought  to  the  Sunday-schools,  clothes  have  been 
given  to  old  and  young  who  were  destitute,  many  old  people  have  been 
able  to  attend  Church  who  had  no  clothes  until  we  provided  them,  and  all 
througli  the  labors  of  the  missionary  women. 

"  I  wish  the  societies  of  the  North  would  send  some  second-hand  clothes 
for  the  evening  sewing-schools,  that  the  girls  may  practice  in  making  over 
and  mending  garments,  and  thus  help  to  clothe  the  naked  and  also  to  fur- 
nish clothes  both  to  young  and  old  persons  who  do  not  come  to  Church 
for  the  reason  that  they  have  nothing  suitable  to  wear.  You  will  bestow 
a  real  blessing  on  many  if  you  can  send  such  clothing  to  me  to  distribute 
among  the  societies.  Each  society  will  be  enabled  early  next  year  to  con- 
tribute something  to  the  general  treasury." 

Home  Missionary  Societies  are  organized  in  other  districts  of  the  Con- 
ference.   Those  two  from  which  we  give  reports  illustrate  the  energy  and 
self-sacrificing  efibrts  of   the  Managers.     When  we  remember  that  the"^ 
people  are  very  poor,  life  being  a  constant  struggle  for  bread  for  their  fam- 
ilies, and  that  they  labor  under  the  disadvantages  of  ignorance,  with  a  ; 
strong  caste  prejudice  against  them,  it  seems  wonderful  that  they  have^ 
raised  nearly  six  hundred  dollars  for  local  and  benevolent  Church  workf 
and  have  sent  $20  to  the  general  treasury.    This  result  has  cost  much  sac- 
rifice on  the  part  of  all.    The  Managers  have  traveled  from  place  to  place 
at  an  expense  of  $74,  which  the  people  have  met. 

These  facts — that  nearly  three  hundred  dollars  of  the  sum  raised  in 
these  two  districts  have  been  expended  in  the  care  of  the  helpless  siCk  and 
of  needy  orphans,  and  that  two  hundred  dollars  have  been  devoted  to  secur- 
ing teachers  for  their  children — indicate  the  high  appreciation  these  poor 
people  have  for  education  and  philanthropic  work,  and  a  willingness  to 
make  sacrifices  for  them  which  is  both  remarkable  and  praiseworthy.

The  five  Societies  which  were  organized  a  year  ago  in  this  Conference 
were  granted  the  privilege  to  respond  to  the  claims  of  the  needy  portion 
of  the  Conference,  and  hence  their  financial  report  does  not  appear  in  the 
report  of  the  general  Treasurer.  Though  unrecorded  there,  a  noble  work 
for  Christ  has  been  wrouglit  by  the  women  of  this  Conference. 

The  former  Corresponding  Secretarj'^,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Wright,  whose  efii- 
cient  labors  have  been  highly  appreciated,  felt  obliged  by  circumstances  to 
resign  her  position. 

The  Conference,  at  its  last  session,  granted  an  anniversary  to  the  Soci- 
ety on  Saturday,  and  also  adopted  resolutions  indorsing  heartily  this  work 
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and  pledged  itself  to  use  every  effort  to  secure  the  organizatien  of  auxilia- 
ries throughout  its  bounds.

"  Resolved,  That  we  are  impressed  that  such  an  organization  is  needed, 
particularly  because  of  the  destitution  of  our  frontier  settlements,  the  influx 
of  foreign  immigration,  the  abominations  of  Mormonism,  and  the  ignorance 
of  the  Southern  freedwomen. 

"  Resolved,  That  we  sanction  the  organization,  within  the  bounds  of  our 
Conference,  of  a  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  auxiliary  to  the  gen- 
eral Society,  the  officers  of  which  shall  be  women."

"That  there  exists  great  need  for  such  work  as  this  Society  docs 
among  the  foreign  immigrants  pouring  in  upon  us,  among  tlie  aboriginal 
people  of  this  country  and  the  freedwomcn  of  the  South,  amid  the  ignorance 
of  frontier  homes  and  the  darkness  of  Mormonism,  there  can  be  no  doubt; 
and  that  it  acts  as  a  helper  of  every  benevolent  society,  and  a  rival  of 
none,  is  equally  plain ;  therefore, 

"Resolved,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  organization  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and.  that  we  will  use  our  influence  as  j^astors 
to  further  its  interests  in  our  respective  charges. 

"  Your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Edward  Kilpatrick  as  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  for  this  Society.

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  the  report  of  the  work  in  our  Conference 
for  the  year  just  closed. 

I  realize  that  much  more  might  have  been  done  had  there  been  a  more 
hearty  co-operation  all  around.  The  ladies  of  the  auxiliaries  have  responded 
cheerfully  and  promptly,  and  I  fully  believe  they  have  done  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  with  the  other  benevolences  they  have  in  hand. 

In  the  month  of  June  we  held  a  meeting  at  Mansfield,  and  organized 
a  Conference  Society.  The  usual  corps  of  oflScers  was  elected,  and  other 
business  transacted.  The  presence  of  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Rust,  and  the 
hearty  hospitality  of  the  ladies  of  the  Mansfield  Auxiliary,  made  it  an  en- 
joyable occasion.    The  ladies  of  the  Wellington  Church  have  kindly  invited

us  to  hold  our  next  Annual  Meeting  with  them.     We  hope  to  have  a  good 
representation  from  the  Conference. 

Could  access  have  been  gained  to  all  the  Churches  many  more  societies 
would  be  reported ;  for  wherever  opportunity  has  been  given  to  present  the 
cause  to  the  women  of  the  Church  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  enlisting 
their  sympathy  and  aid.  Woman's  heart,  like  the  great  heart  of  Jesus,  is 
always  open  to  the  necessities  of  the  poor  and  needy. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  object  and  importance  of  this 
work  before  the  ministers  and  people,  by  writing,  sending  literature,  and 
presenting  the  subject  at  the  Annual  and  District  Conferences.  The  women 
of  our  Conference  are  abundantly  able  to  sustain  an  auxiliary  in  every 
charge.    Signs  of  abundance  and  plenty  are  visible  everywhere. 

Last  year  six  auxiliaries  were  reported.  This  year  we  can  report 
nineteen.  Fifteen  of  these  are  paying  auxiliaries,  four  not  yet  in  working 
order.  Two  lately  organized,  one  at  Franklin  Street  Church,  Cleveland, 
and  the  other  at  Dalton,  0.  The  Treasurer  has  received  from  this  Confer- 
ence, $640.91. 

Last  year  a  pledge  was  given  to  raise  four  hundred  dollars.  This  year 
we  will  make  an  effort  to  raise  one  thousand  dollars.  This  will  mean  work, 
not  only  on  my  part,  but  also  on  the  part  of  the  auxiliaries.  In  order  to 
reach  this  sum,  many  new  auxiliaries  must  be  organized,  and  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  largely  increase  the  number. 

Believing  that  specific  work  is  a  great  incentive,  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  have  the  auxiliaries  work  for  a  special  object,  such  as  the  support  of  a 
teacher  or  beneficiary,  or  any  other  special  work  the  Executive  Board  shall 
recommend.  Several  valuable  boxes  have  been  sent  to  missionary  fields, 
and  several  are  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  work  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  "my  own  heart,  and  in  present- 
ing it  I  feel  that  it  is  not  my  cause,  but  that  of  the  Lord  and  his  poor  and 
needy  ones.  In  prosecuting  this  work  we  are  doing  just  what  the  Psalm- 
ist says  will  make  us  happy ;  we  are  "considering  the  poor,"  laying  plans  to 
systematically  and  continuously  administer  to  their  wants,  temporal  and 
spiritual.  The  Church  is  not  yet  fully  awake  to  the  great  importance  of 
this  work  and  the  necessity  of  its  vigorous  prosecution  for  the  safety  and 
perpetuity  of  our  nation. 

As  women  of  the  Methodist  Church  we  owe  it  to  Methodism  to  do  all 
in  our  power  to  make  this  organization  as  effective  for  good  as  similar  or- 
ganizations are  in  our  sister  denominations.

OHIO   CONFERENCE. 

The  first  Auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  the 
Ohio  Conference  was  organized  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Delaware,  by  Mrs. 
C.  L.  Williams.  In  February,  1882,  a  Conference  Secretary  was  appointed, 
and  at  the  ensuing  Conference,  in  October,  a  Conference  Society  was  or- 
ganized. As  the  ladies  were  appointed  without  previous  consultation, 
some  were  unable  to  serve. 

Mrs.  A.  Lane,  of  London  District,  has  been  active,  and  has  done 
efficient  work.j  She  has  organized  two  auxiliaries,  and  reports  the  sum 
of  $49.00. 

]\Irs.  G.  W.  Burns,  Manager  of  Marietta  District,  organized  one  auxil- 
iary in  the  last  month. 

]Miss  S.  P.  Brumfield,  of  Lancaster  District,  reports  one  auxiliary 
formed,  and  the  sum  of  $17.00. 

In  Zanesville  District  there  have  been  five  auxiliaries  organized,  which 
have  paid  $7.95  in  annual  dues,  and  §20.00  for  Boarding  Hall  and  Salt 
Lake  Seminary. 

Portsmouth  District  has  one  auxiliary. 

Ironton  Union  Auxiliary  reports  annual  dues,  $35.25.  This  Society  has 
started  an  industrial  school  in  Ironton  for  destitute  children  who  are  in 
need  of  Christian  help  and  guidance.  The  school  has  been  conducted  suc- 
cessfully, and  now  numbers  fifty  pupils.  The  Society  has  created  a  con- 
tingent fund,  from  which  the  school  is  supported.  Thus  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  is  a  blessing  to  the  Church  and  to  the  place  in 
which  it  is  organized. 

In  Gallipolis  District  one  auxiliary  has  been  formed,  and  reports 
$10.00  for  Utah. 

In  Chillicothe  District  one  auxiliary  has  been  formed.  The  two  last- 
named  auxiliaries  were  organized  in  the  last  month,  and  do  not  come  in 
the  financial  statement  of  this  year. 

In  Columbus  District  one  Union  Auxiliary  reports  $46.00  annual  dues, 
and  one  Utah  share,  $10.00.  This  Society  created  a  contingent  fund  for 
local  work  among  the  destitute  and  needy  ones  of  the  city.  There  has  been 
contributed  to  this  work  the  sum  of  $150.00. 

Last  August  an  enthusiastic  meeting  was  held  at  Lancaster  camp- 
meeting.  As  a  proof  of  its  success,  one  hundred  and  three  persons  gave 
their  names  for  membership,  and  the  sum  of  $57.75,  annual  dues,  was  paid. 
One  little  boy  gave  his  first  benevolent  contribution,  two  dollars,  making 
himself  and  mother  members  of  the  Society. 

A  minister,  whose  heart  was  deeply  moved,  pledged  for  Utah  the  sum 
of  $140.00.  Three  auxiliaries  were  organized  before  leaving  the  encamp- 
ment, two  life-members  gained,  and  one  Honorarj''  Manager  constituted. 
This  grand  success  was  largely  owing  to  the  inspiring  address  delivered  by 
Mrs.  C.  Larkin  Williams,  of  Cincinnati.  Her  thrilling  words  will  never  be 
forgotten  by  those  W'ho  heard  them.  Little  did  any  of  us  think  that  was  to 
be  her  last  public  work.  The  Lord  calls  his  workers  home  ;  but  his  work 
goes  on. 
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The  Society  now  numbers  fifteen  auxiliaries.  Four  of  them  were  or- 
ganized in  the  third  quarter,  and  seven  in  the  fourth  quarter.  Two  have 
been  formed  in  the  last  month,  making  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
eleven  auxiliaries.

PHILADELPHIA  CONFERENCE. 

Report  of  Special  Committee,  adopted  by  the  Conference,  1883 : 

"  Among  the  many  worthy  benevolences  of  our  Church,  there  are  none 
that  present  stronger  claims  upon  our  sympathy  and  support,  or  are  more 
worthy  of  our  active  co-operation,  than  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society.  Though  as  yet  in  its  infancy,  it  has  shown  such  signs  of  vigorous 
life,  and  so  demonstrated  the  need  of  its  existence  in  its  own  chosen  field, 
as  to  merit  our  hearty  indorsement.  Since  its  organization  it  has  sent  to 
the  needy  field  ten  missionaries ;  it  has  supported  twelve  beneficiaries  in  the 
schools  of  the  South  and  West ;  and  it  is  now  building  a  home  and  board- 
ing department  for  the  Salt  Lake  Seminary  in  Utah.  This  successful  effort 
has  inspired  the  young  Society  with  such  longings  for  enlarged  activities 
that  it  has  determined  to  appeal  to  the  Church  to  meet  the  increasing 
demand. 

"This  Society  opens  a  field  of  usefulness  to  our  many  sisters  still  unem- 
ployed in  all  our  Churches,  by  enabling  them  to  help  forward  the  worthy 
work  of  the  Society  in  the  more  distant  fields,  and  to  gather  inspiration  for 
this  large  work  by  co-operating  with  the  pastors  in  the  fields  nearer  home. 
This  work,  like  that  of  its  twin-sister,  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Soci- 
ety, brings  into  exercise  those  gentle  ministries  of  women  that  have  ever 
been  so  potent  for  good  when  and  wherever  employed.  We  take  pleasure 
in  commending  it  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church,  in  furtherance  of 
which  we  submit  the  following  resolutions : 

"  1.  That  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  receives  our  hearty  indorsement. 

"2.  That  we  commend  the  objects  of  the  Society,  as  it  seeks  to  liber- 
ate the  enslaved  subjects  of  Mormon  tyranny  ;  to  difi'use  the  knowledge  of 
a  better  life,  present,  and  future,  in  the  homes  of  the  ignorant  poor  of  the 
South,  both  white  and  colored  ;  to  carry  the  blessed  influences  of  Christian 
home-life  to  the  Indian  of  our  Western  frontier,  and  thus  help  to  solve  the 
social  problem  of  the  age. 

"3.  That,  wherever  practicable,  we  will  organize  auxiliaries  in  our 
charges,  and,  by  our  personal  sanction  and  warm  commendation,  bid  our 
sisters  '  God  speed  !' 

"  We  further  recommend  the  formation  of  a  Conference  Society,  and 
nominate  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  Cincinnati  the  foUowing-named 
persons  as  officers.     (See  page  78.) 

"  We  request  that  the  Committee  on  Ladies'  and  Pastors'  Christian 
Union  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Standing  Committees,  and  the  '  Commit- 
tee on  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society '  be  substituted,  and  that  it  be 
given  a  place  in  the  schedule  of  anniversaries,  either  alone  or  in  connection 
with  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society.

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PITTSBURG   CONFERENCE. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  represented  before  tlie 
Conference  at  Beaver,  Penn.,  last  Fall.  This  body  passed  a  series  of  resolu- 
tions cordially  approving  the  object  of  tlie  Society,  and  recommended  that 
auxiliaries  be  formed  throughout  the  bounds  of  the  Conference,  several  of 
the  pastors  volunteering  to  aid  the  ladies  in  representing  the  work. 

Previous  to  that  time  Miss  Ella  J.  Betts,  who  has  recently  been  ap- 
pointed to  take  charge  of  the  Industrial  Home  at  Orangeburg,  S.  C.,  had 
successfully  organized  several  auxiliaries. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Conference  nominated  a  full  list  of 
oflficers  for  a  Conference  Society.    (See  page  78.)

ROCK   RIVER  CONFERENCE. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Rock  River  Conference 
is  still  in  its  formative  period.  But  little  more  than  a  year  ago  it  began 
active  operations.  The  work  was  brought  before  our  Conference  of  1881, 
and  favorably  received  by  that  body ;  but  the  organization  at  that  time 
recommended  was  not  effected,  and  but  little  was  accomplished  during 
that  Conference  year.  The  cause  was  presented  at  Lake  Bluff  Assemljly 
and  at  Desplaines  camp-meeting,  and  societies  were  formed  at  these  places 
as  well  as  in  Evanston. 

During  the  last  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  inaugurate  a  more  gen- 
eral work,  and  this  has  been  done  by  the  organization  of  auxiliaries  where 
it  was  found  practicable,  by  the  circulation  of  cards  for  collections  for  special 
work,  the  distribution  of  Leaflets,  and  contributions  concerning  the  work  to 
the  Church  papers.  It  is  believed  that,  by  these  means  a  good  deal  of  infor- 
mation, both  with  regard  to  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  work,  has 
been  disseminated. 

We  have  had,  during  the  past  year,  the  presence  and  help  of  some  of 
our  leading  ladies — Mrs.  Hayes,  our  beloved  President,  Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs. 
Dunton — and  we  believe  the  impetus  we  have  reoeived  through  then-  in- 
strumentality will  tell  largely  upon  our  future  success. 

We  look  forward  hopefully  to  the  coming  year,  confident  that  the  seed 
that  has  been  sown  has  fallen  into  good  ground ;  and  that  the  intelligence 
and  liberality  of  the  Rock  River  Conference  will  not  fail  to  appreciate  this 
favorable  opportunity  to  reach  out  the  helping  hand  to  the  poor  and  the 
needy  of  our  own  land. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  contributions  from  l\Irs.  Simeon 
Farwell,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Hagans,  and  Mrs.  Philander  Smith,  the  two  former  of 
whom  have  given  each  $40.00  for  the  education  of  a  pupil  at  Atlanta ;  and 
the  latter  $1,000  to  found  an  Industrial  Home  at  Little  Rock,  in  connection 
with  the  university  there. 

The  little  Society  at  North  Evanston,  composed  only  of  six  members, 
merits  special  mention.  It  has  raised  $71.00,  $30.00  of  which  were  contrib- 
uted by  Mrs.  Sarah  Stewart,  a  saintly  lady,  whose  history  as  a  Methodist 
minister's  wife  covers  a  half  century,  and  whose  influence,  through  the  hb- 
eral  distribution  of  her  means  to  benevolent  purposes,  will  abide  through 
future  generations.  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy,  Correspondhig  Secretary. 

SOUTH-EAST   INDIANA  CONFERENCE. 

The  work  of  organization  has  not  advanced  as  successfully  as  the 
friends  of  home  missions  have  desired.  The  flood,  early  in  the  SpriBg, 
caused  a  diversion  all  along  our  borders  to  practical  home-work. 

A  fair  was  held  at  Greensburg,  and  $17.75  realized  for  the  furnishing  of 
the  school  at  Ogden,  Utah.  The  organization  of  the  Conference  Society 
has  been  effected  in  only  a  part  of  the  Conference.

ST.  LOUIS   GERMAN   CONFERENCE. 

The  AVoman's  Home  ]\Iissionary  Society  was  represented  at  this  Con- 
ference by  Mrs.  Kust  and  Mrs.  Dunton.  An  evening  meeting  was  held,  at 
which  addresses  were  made  by  these  ladies,  and  also  by  Dr.  KJrehbiel,  Dr. 
Liebhart,  and  others. 

The  Conference  passed  resolutions  heartily  approving  the  enterprise, 
and  pledging  themselves  to  aid  the  ladies  in  organizing  the  work. 

The  presiding  elders  were  made  a  Committee  to  act  with  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  and  the  Executive  Board  in  securing  officers  for  the 
Society.  Mrs.  Rust,  in  behalf  of  Committee. 

UPPER  IOWA  CONFERENCE. 

In  the  sunny  hours  of  childhood  we  talk  of  the  birthdays  as  perfect 
argosies  on  a  cloudless  sea — as  milestones  bringing  only  rarest  deUght. 

"  But  years  in  life's  busy,  earnest  employ, 
Sucti  dreams  of  beauty  are  apt  to  destroy;' 

and,  wath  our  best-loved  ones  "beyond  the  tide,"  we  begin  to  count 
from  life's  purer  side  the  deeds  that  will  link  us  to  the  celestial. 

Our  existence  dates  from  September  23,  1882,  at  which  time,  through 
the  courtesy  of  Bishop  AViley,  I  was  permitted  to  present  the  claims  of 
this  youngest  daughter  of  our  beloved  Methodism  to  the  Conference,  and 
we  were  then  adopted  and  recognized  by  our  reverend  fathers  and  brethren 
as  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference  AVoman's  Home  Missionary  Society;  hence  we 
come  now  with  our  first  anniversary  report,  with  grateful  hearts  to  recount 
God's  mercies  by  the  way,  together  with  many  kindly  words  of  cheer  from 
pastors  and  people,  not  unmindful  of  the  indifierence  showm,  in  some 
cases,  to  our  irrepressible  postals  in  the  interests  of  this  peerless  W"ork. 

The  severity  of  the  AVinter,  with  the  multiplied  duties  of  housekeeping 
and  school-teaching,  prevented  pilgrimages  to  the  Churches,  save  an  eflbrt 
to  reach  Davenport  in  February.  Rose  at  3.45  A.  M.,  wrote  two  postals, 
then  drove  a  mile  over  a  road  rendered  almost  impassable  from  sudden 
freezing  after  a  day's  violent  rain,  mercury  only  20°  below  zero,  to  stand  on 
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depot  platform  a  half-hour,  and  then  leara  the  Charlotte  bridge  was  washed 
away,  and  no  train.  Keturncd  homo  for  early  hroakfast,  and  at  IO.IjO  an- 
other drive  to  depot  over  tlie  same  velvety  path,  taking  11  A.  M.  frci;,'lit 
for  Center  Junction,  and,  after  a  half-iftile's  walk  on  tlio  ice,  learned  tlie 
Milwaukee  bridge  had  followed  the  examj)le  of  the  Northiueslern,  and  gone 
down  stream  to  meet  in  tlie  sunnier  clime  of  Cincinnati.  Returned  over 
the  icy  walk,  tarried  at  depot  five  hours  in  meditation,  took  return  freight 
to  Anamosa,  walked  home  up  hill  a  mile,  arriving  long  after  dark,  fully 
conscious  of  an  endeavor  to  aid  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
and  of  being  yet  tal>ernacled  in  the  flesh. 

Sabbath  morning,  April  Ist,  the  ever-tenderly  kept  birthday  of  my 
angel-mother,  after  usual  address,  organized  a  society  of  sixteen  members 
at  Clarence;  May  13th,  at  Farley,  of  ten;  May  20th,  at  Miles,  of  twenty- 
four,  mostly  young  ladies;  June  3d,  at  West  Union,  of  ten ;  June  10th,  at 
Fayette,  of  thirty-three;  June  17th,  at  Epworth,  of  ten;  June  24th,  at  Da- 
venport, of  thirty-six;  July  12th,  at  Decorah,  of  twelve;  July  29th,  at 
Independence,  of  thirty -eight :  August  12th,  at  McGregor,  of  twenty-eight; 
August  19th,  at  Manchester,  of  fifty ;  August  26th,  at  Mount  Vernon,  of 
thirty-three. 

Saturday  morning,  September  8th,  addressed  the  Iowa  Conference 
ladies,  and  began  a  local  auxiliary  at  Burlington ;  but  report  no  specific 
membership,  as  the  ladies  were  mostly  from  different  parts  of  the  Confer- 
ence. I  was  urged  to  secure  their  names  for  a  Conference  Society,  but  as 
Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  had  presented  the  subject  to  the  Conference,  I  would  not 
even  seem  to  intrude. 

One  lovely,  motherly  woman  said,  "  We  supposed  Mrs.  Rust  came  to 
introduce  the  work,  and  you  were  appointed  to  follow  her ;"  but  I  ex- 
plained I  came  only  because  I  did  not  know  our  gifted,  indefatigable  gen- 
eral Secretary  could  be  present,  and  I  had  promised  to  do  all  I  possibly 
could  in  Iowa  till  another  worker  was  secured. 

September  9th,  at  Muscatine,  formed  a  Society  of  twenty  members. 
Was  present  one  day,  September  19th,  at  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference,  and 
held  our  anniversary,  with  a  treasurer  to  report  over  $150  for  the  year,  in 
lieu  of  my  father's  dues  and  mine,  as  given  for  the  two  previous  years. 

A  very  enjoyable  event  was  an  eloquent  address  by  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust 
and  a  pleasing  talk  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton,  while  a  liberal  collection  showed 
sympathy  in  the  cause.  At  our  business  session  the  officers  for  the  new 
year  were  all  duly  appointed,  but  whether  they  will  consent  to  act  is  quite 
another  item.  But  earnest  solicitation  is  made  that  each  officer  organize  at 
least  one  society  during  the  year. 

Friday  afternoon,  September  28th,  I  presented  our  work  to  the  Con- 
ference ladies  at  Lamars;  and  Saturday  morning,  through  the  suggestion 
of  Mrs.  I.  W.  Wiley,  Bishop  Simpson  (though  assured  of  my  reverent 
fear  of  all  our  distinguished  bishops,  and  especially  of  him,  as  the  chief ) 
kindly  invited  me  to  speak  before  the  North-west  Iowa  Conference,  and, 
as  I  closed,  the  hearty  applause  and  amens,  with  a  resolution  in  favor  of 
the  work  pledging  both  aid  and  encouragement,  proved  the  *'  laying  the 
subject  on  the  table,"  two  years  before,  was  now  wholly  canceled. 

Saturday  afternoon  a  Conference  Society  was  begun,  with  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Shesler,  of  Spencer,  for  Treasurer. 

Having  waited  some  four  hours  at  depot  for  delayed  train,  took  mid- 
night freight  for  Cherokee,  which  bore  the  roughest  specimens  of  humanity 
I  have  ever  seen ;  and  as  my  urgent  request  of  the  conductor  and  brake- 
man  to  furnish  tis  a  lantern,  if  we  could  have  no  lamp,  was  refused,  the 
journey  was  made  in  total  darkness,  with  more  than  a  dozen  men  swearing, 
smoking,  and  singing  in  the  most  uproarious  manner.  So  when,  at  3  A.  M., 
I  found  a  civilized  man  at  the  depot  awaiting  me,  I  assured  him  my  aspi- 
rations for  heaven  had  been  greatly  increased  in  the  last  few  hours'  travel. 
The  reflex  influence  from  smoke  and  cold  was  a  violently  ill  night,  but  at 
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10  A.  M.  was  at  the  church,  gave  address,  and  organized  a  society  of 
eighteen  members. 

I  deserve  tlie  hearty  sympathy  of  these  ladies,  present  here  to-day,  for 
one  really  heroic  act;  and  as  it  is  my  only  notable  deed,  I  record  it.  I 
actually  denied  myself  the  two  opportunities  to  hear  the  eminently  elo- 
quent Bishop  Simpson,  in  order  to  organize  a  Home  Missionary  Society  at 
Muscatine  and  Cherokee. 

Anamosa  Auxiliary  begins  a  second  year  with  a  change  from  eleven 
members  to  twenty-seven ;  Dubuque,  from  sixteen  to  thirty-one. 

For  all  the  successes  of  the  past,  let  us,  dear  sisters,  "thank  God,  and 
take  courage;"  and  in  this  grand  Autumn  time,  the  fairest  of  the  four  pic- 
tures which  the  year  paints  on  the  canvas  of  time,  let  us  each  do  more  and 
better.  To  one  proposing  to  have  his  Church  omitted  till  after  Conference 
I  replied,  "  If  you  will  promise  I  will  be  alive  and  can  come  some  lovely 
October  day,  as  our  stone  house  is  very  cool  and  a  bombazine  dress  is  very 
warm,  I  too,  prefer  to  wait."  As  he  could  not  promise,  1  went,  and,  with 
the  mercury  among  the  nineties,  organized  a  society  of  fifty  members,  over 
which  the  angels,  and  among  them  my  best,  looked  down,  I  doubt  not,  with 
holy  delight. 

Tell  me  what  you  will  do  to-day  for  God  and  humanity ;  for  no  man 
hath  seen  or  can  tell  of  to-morrow,  which  dwells  alone  with  the  Infinite. 

And  since  the  trembling  lips  of  Peter,  who  had  denied,  and  Thomas, 
who  had  doubted,  and  John,  who  had  misunderstood  our  Lord,  were  to 
speak  the  life-giving  words  to  men — denying,  doubting,  misunderstanding 
men — to  tell  what  they  knew  and  how  the  Savior  could  forgive,  surely  the 
hosts  of  royal  Methodist  Episcopal  women  workers,  who  are  to  me  a 
changeless  inspiration,  will  read,  not  as  I  read,  cut  in  stone  over  the  door 
of  the  Orphanage  at  Nazareth,  but  in  characters  of  fadeless  light,  fresh  from 
the  lips  of  the  blessed  Lord,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  ye  did  it  unto  me,"  and  "  Whosoever  giveth  a  cup  of  cold  water," 
and,  "  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  father,"  when  "  he  cometh  to  make  up  his 
jewels;"  for  in  such  ratio  are  the  multiplications  of  heaven.  And  since 
our  earthly  Ufe  is  so  brief, 

"  And  tlie  night  will  soon  come, 
When  the  murmur  and  hum 
Of  our  days  shall  be  dumb  evermore," 

it  were  well  to  leave  mile-stones  by  the  way,  pointing  to  the  better  land. 
And  I  leave  with  you  as  my  mile-stone  fifteen  new  auxiliaries,  nearly 
three  hundred  and  fiJty  new  members,  and  over  fifteen  hundred  miles  of 
travel  for  our  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  for  my  lowly  endeavor. 

And  to  say  we  really  care  for  the  souls  of  our  wretched  sisters  over  the 
sea  and  not  for  those  on  this  side  the  water,  or  for  those  in  our  own  native 
land  and  for  none  across  the  ocean,  simply  proves  that  we  do  not  hear 
aright  the  wail  of  downtrodden  womanhood  as  it  enters  the  ears  of  the 
Lord  God  of  Sabaoth. 

Shall  vje  not  sow  beside  all  waters,  that,  when  cometh  the  harvest 
home,  we  may  come  bringing  our  sheaves  with  us,  and  hear  the  "  Well 
done?"

O,  many  such  an  earth-dimmed  diamond  shall 
Jehovah  set  sparkling  in  his  coronet  when  "  he  cometh  to  make  up  his 
jewels."

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UTAH  MISSION. 

"VVe  have  organized  one  Auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary- 
Society  at  Ogden.  The  efforts  of  this  Society  have  heen  directed  towards 
the  relief  of  the  Church  and  school  at  that  jjlace. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  it  was  arranged  to  hold  a  bazaar 
in  the  church.  The  entertainment  continued  through  two  days,  and  netted 
the  sum  of  $281.95,  whicli  was  paid  on  the  Church  debt.  The  ladies  as- 
sumed, as  their  share  of  the  burden,  $60  in  addition,  which  w^as  raised 
during  the  Spring  and  Summer. 

They  are  arranging  to  hold  another  bazaar  late  in  the  Fall,  but  have 
many  discouragements  to  contend  with.  Many  of  the  working  members 
have  removed ;  many  have  no  help  in  their  homes,  and  hence  can  find  but 
little  time  to  devote  to  outside  work.  They  hope  to  receive  donations  of 
articles  for  their  bazaar  from  sister  Societies  in  the  East.  The  success  of 
our  work  in  this  part  of  Utah  depends  upon  saving  our  Church  property. 

Many  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  Church.  The  ladies  of 
the  Society  are  doing  much  visiting,  and  endeavor  by  this  means  to  awaken 
the  Gentiles  to  the  needs  of  the  work,  and  to  induce  them  to  aid  in  car- 
rying it  forward. 

Some  impression  is  made  upon  the  Mormons;  but  it  requires  time, 
patience,  ancl  faith  in  God  to  accomplish  much  in  that  direction.  The 
hope  is  to  get  the  children  into  the  schools,  and  to  secure  their  interest  in 
Christian  education. 

The  polygamous  wife  and  mother  guards  her  religion  and  her  children 
with  an  exceedingly  strict  surveillance,  and  regards  unfavorably  any  ad- 
vance of  the  Gentiles.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  she  says  polygamy  is  right, 
and,  though  she  may  not  be  as  happy. here  as  she  might  be  under  other 
circumstances,  she  will  be  far  happier  in  the  hereafter  on  account  of  it.

VERMONT  CONFERENCE. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Conference  was  organ- 
ized at  the  Conference  session  in  St.  Albans,  April,  1SS3. 

Not  yet,  however,  is  this  organization  complete,  several  of  the  Vice- 
presidents  and  Managers,  appointed  without  previous  consultation,  declin- 
ing active  service. 

As  rapidly  as  possible  these  vacancies  have  been  filled,  and  we  trust 
that  after  this  year  of  foundation  building  more  rapid  advance  may  be 
made. 

Quite  enthusiastic  meetings  were  held  at  two  of  the  camp-meetings,  and 
one  district  has  been  very  faithfully  canvassed  by  its  Manager,  with  a  view 
to  the  formation  of  auxiliaries. 

Two  Juvenile  Bands  have  been  organized,  and  several  other  Bands  and 
auxiliaries  are  in  process  of  organization.  Nineteen  dollars  have  been 
forwarded  to  the  Treasurer — ten  for  a  share  in.  the  Utah  Home,  and  five 
from  Wilmington,  which,  with  no  organized  auxiliary,  has  for  several  years 
assisted  in  this  work.  One  dollar  is  from  the  Busy  Bees,  at  East  Dover,  and 
three  for  annual  memberships. 

A  box  is  being  filled  by  the  young  ladies  of  Montpelier.  Papers  are 
read,  interest  is  awakening,  and  with  our  motto,  "  The  whole  world  for 
Jesus,"  we  are  ready  with  our  sisters  to  enter  upon  a  new  year  of  in- 
creased effort.

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WEST  GERMAN   CONFERENCE. 

Tnis  Conference  passed  resolutions  fully  indorsing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  pledged  themselves  to  aid 
in  organizing  Societies  in  their  Churches. 

Miss  Maggie  Dreyer,  of  Armstrong,  Kansas,  was  nominated  for  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  District  oflicers  Avere  also  nominated  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  ministers  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  work  in  this  Conference  will  bo  organized  with  reference  to  the 
work  of  the  general  Society,  and  also  to  the  local  needs  in  those  portions 
of  the  Conference  requiring  aid.  Mrs.  Rust,  in  behalf  of  Committee. 

WEST   NEBRASKA    MISSION. 

This  Conference  is  organized  with  reference  to  work  within, its  own 
bounds.  The  direct  purpose  is  to  aid  the  Department  of  Supplies  in  reach- 
ing the  families,  Churches,  and  Sunday-schools  requiring  assistance,  and 
to  systematize  the  efforts  of  those  within  its  bounds  who  can  render  help 
to  others. 

The  Nebraska  Mission  was  formed  by  the  General  Conference  of  1880, 
and  is  situated  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  of  Nebraska.  It  includes 
twenty-five  counties  and  a  large  portion  of  unoccupied  territory. 

Three  leading  railroad  lines  pass  through  the  mission.  Along  these 
lines  of  roads  settlements  are  forming,  and  the  country  known  as  the 
low  and  upland,  in  all  directions  along  the  valleys  and  divides,  is  being 
settled  largely  by  Americans.  These  people  move  out  on  the  public  lands, 
and  take  homesteads,  which  consist  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  prairie 
land  covered  by  the  prairie-grass.  Some  build  their  houses  of  sod,  and  oc- 
cupy them  until  they  can  do  better ;  but  with  many  it  requires  several 
years  to  subdue  the  sod  and  bring  their  claims  into  a  state  of  improvement 
that  will  yield  more  than  a  mere  subsistence. 

Among  these  settlers  on  our  frontiers  some  poor  but  intelligent  and  en- 
terprising, the  pioneer  preachers,  with  their  families,  are  sent,  to  break  to 
them  the  bread  of  life,  to  organize  societies,  and  to  build  churches.  The 
parent  Society  gives  some  aid,  averaging  from  $50  to  $150  per  year,  and  this 
is  about  all  the  money  some  of  these  brethren  get.  The  people  help  with 
provision;  but  the  preachers  with  families  find  it  difficult  at  times  to  pro- 
cure clothing  suitable  to  attend  church  or  render  themselves  comfortable 
during  the  cold  Winter. 

Our  people  do  not  expect  to  be  dependent  for  a  long  time ;  but  help 
rendered  now,  while  they  are  making  their  homes,  building  churches,  and 
establishing  Sunday-schools,  until  they  can  support  themselves,  will  be  ap- 
preciated, and  yield  a  great  harvest  for  the  Church  in  the  future.  Our 
Missionary  and  Church  Extension  Societies  help  the  general  work  nobly ; 
but  there  are  cases  they  do  not  reach,  such  cases  as  only  ladies  would  think 
of  and  plan  for. 

I  am  glad  the  Heavenly  Father  has  inspired  the  minds  of  the  noble 
and  Christian  women  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  to  reach  out  to  our 
domestic  mission,  and  plan  for  sending  clothing  and  other  supplies  to  fam- 
ilies of  ministers  in  this  new  country.  Our  sister  Churches  have  rendered 
the  families  of  their  missionaries  comfortable  by  boxes  of  clothing,  such  as 
they  needed.  Two  boxes  were  sent  to  this  mission  a  year  ago  by  a  dear 
friend  of  ours  in  Philadelphia,  and  some  of  our  mini:ters  attended  Con- 
ference, in  suits  of  clothing  from'  those  boxes.  God  bless  those  dear  friends, 
is  our  prayer. 

I  have  appointed  ladies  at  diflFerent  points  in  the  mission  to  furnish 
the  names  of  needy  persons  with  the  size  of  their  families,  age,  and  sex, 
and  when  in  possession  of  facts  will  communicate  with  Mrs.  Whetstone, 
Superintendent  of   Supplies  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.     I   have    also 
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written 'to  I.  0.  Johnson,  presiding  elder  of  Grand  Island  District,  for  facts 
from  his  part  of  the  work.  I  hope  at  an  early  day  to  so  organize  as  to  be 
able  more  fully  to  report  from  our  frontier  work. 

I  can  not  close  without  giving  a  few  words  from  a  letter  received  by 
sister  Collins  from  her  husband^  Eev.  Asbury  Collins,  who  has  charge  of 
the  Loup  City  work.  He  says,  m  the  country  where  he  organized  a  class 
two  weeks  ago,  there  were  barefooted  boys  at  meeting,  ten  years  of  ago. 
There  are  destitute  children  from  two  to  ten  years  old  of  our  own  Cliurcli, 
and  others  of  a  family  who  have  opened  their  house  for  preaching  where 
there  is  no  society.  All  this  country  suffered  from  hail;  the  crop  of  oats, 
corn,  and  wheat  is  cut  off.  Clothing  is  greatly  needed,  and  will  be  thank- 
fully received.  Mrs.  T.  B.  'LE.yio's,  Corresponding  Secretary.

the  degraded,  and  the  burdened,  making  all  homes  a  type  of  heaven; 
therefore,

an's Home  Missionary  Society  of  our  Church,  and  commend  it  to  the  con- 
fidence and  support  of  all  the  Churches. 

"  Resolved,  That  a  branch  of  said  Society  be  organized  in  this  Confer- 
ence, to  be  auxiliary  to  the  general  Society. 

"  The  Committee  nominates  the  following  ladies  for  officers  of  the  So- 
ciety, said  nomination  to  be  considered  an  election  on  the  adoption  of  this 
report.     (See  page  80.)

REPORT   ON    OFFICIAL   ORGAN. 

Our  report  is  only  suggestive.  "We  have  no  practical  results  to  bring 
before  you  ;  only  regrets  that  the  "way  did  not  seem  plain  to  issue  a  paper 
which  would  be  the  organ  of  our  Society,  the  advocate  of  home  missions. 
If  interest  and  a  true  appreciation  of  the  influence  of  such  a  paper  were 
the  only  considerations,  we  would  be  able  to  present  you  a  sheet  full  of 
"good  news,"  representing  worthily  the  great  home  field. 

The  hindrance  to  the  accomplishment  of  our  cherished  purpose  is  the 
need  of  finances  appropriated  to  this  special  work.  We  knew  too  well  the 
great  desire  of  the  Executive  Board  to  complete  this  year  the  Utah  Home 
or  boarding  department  of  Salt  Lake  Seminary ;  and  their  determination, 
to  relieve  themselves  from  an  accumulated  indebtedness,  to  ask  for  an 
appropriation. 

We  had  hoped  some  giving  hand  would  be  extended  for  this  work ; 
but  other  interests  absorbed  our  workers ;  and  so  we  come  to  you  asking 
for  your  own  decision. 

As  to  the  need  for  such  a  paper,  I  suppose  we  are  of  one  voice,  of  one 
mind.     As  to  the  expediency,  there  may  be  a  question. 

AVhat  is  needed  in  any  mission  work  is  light.  People  are  always  inter- 
ested in  Christ's  kingdom  everywhere,  if  they  know  about  it.  They  will 
know  about  it  if  they  get  a  chance  to  learn.  I  think  we  have  love  enough, 
but  in  many  cases  it  is  feeble  and  ineffective  through  ignorance.  A  lady 
said  to  me  the  other  day,  "Through  the  reading  of  the  Heathen  Woman's 
Friend  and  the  education  I  have  received  from  that  paper,  I  know  more  of 
China,  India,  and  Japan  than  I  know  of  our  new  States  and  Territories, 
especially  New  Mexico  and  Alaska  " — a  beautiful  tribute  to  the  organ  of  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

We  need  a  paper  containing  lucid  and  appropriate  discussions  on  the 
importance  of  the  work  and  the  best  plans  of  doing  it.  It  should  be 
a  medium  through  which  intelligence  may  be  given  which  will  awaken 
an  interest  in  missions  among  people  who  have  no  regular  source  of  mis- 
sionary information. 

Let  the  paper  have  illustrations  of  those  sections  we  know  so  little 
about;  also  vivid  descriptions  of  the  educational  and  reformatory  move- 
ments having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  evangelization  of  our  own  land. 

The  practical  question  is,  "  Are  we  ready  to  publish  a  paper  this  year? 
and  shall  we  make  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose?"

REPORT   ON    MISSIONARY   CANDIDATES. 

Your  Committee  on  Missionary  Candidates  beg  leave  to  report  that, 
during  the  past  year,  they  have  received  applications  from  seventeen  la- 
dies who  were  desirous  of  entering  the  home  work.  We  feel  that  an  ear- 
nest purpose  to  do  good  and  to  save  souls  must  be  the  only  motive  that  can 
possibly  prompt  them  to  desire  to  enter  this  work.    For  the  life,  they  well 
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know,  is  one  of  toil,  of  sacrifice,  in  many  cases  of  ostracism  from  all  soci- 
ety ;  and  the  salary  is  necessarily  small. 

That  so  many  do  desire  to  enter  this  work  under  these  circumstances 
is  to  us  a  very  encouraging  feature  of  the  work.  It  is  evidence,  not  only 
tliat  this  is  the  Lord's  work,  but  that  the  time  has  fully  come  when  he 
would  have  us  do  this  work.  Can  we  feel  otlierwise  wii(;n  so  many  are 
saying,  "  Here  am  I ;  send  me,  send  me  I" 

You  may  be  ready  to  ask.  Is  there  need  for  so  many  workers  ?  We 
answer,  Yes. 

The  Macedonian  cry  comes  to  us  from  all  over  our  broad  lands.  From 
the  poor,  neglected  whites  of  the  South ;  from  the  downtrodden  and  op- 
pressed negro — a  nation  but  a  short  time  ago  almost  without  a  home,  and 
scarcely  knowing  tlie  meaning  of  the  word  home,  thus  needing  to  be 
taught  in  all  that  pertains  to  making  a  home ;  from  Mexico,  where  many 
souls  are  waiting  for  lielp  to  loose  the  chains  that  have  so  long  bound 
them  ;  from  Utah,  whose  very  name  has  come  to  be  synonyrnous  with  sin, 
with  sorrow,  witli  darkness,  with  shame,  and  whose  institutions  curse 
women  as  do  no  others  on  the  globe ;  from  the  Indian,  whose  great  need 
and  whose  claim  none  deny ;  from  the  Chinese  on  our  own  shore  ;  from  the 
frontiers ;  from  the  mountains ;  from  the  upper  lake  regions ;  from  our 
mining  districts ;  from  our  very  doors, — comes  to  us  the  pleading  cry  for 
help  :  yes,  for  the  bread  of  life. 

Shall  we  give  it?  Can  we  withhold  it  ?  Shall  we,  by  our  efforts  during 
the  coming  year,  so  fill  the  treasury  that  the  Society  may  be  able  to  send 
into  the  field  these  earnest  women,  who  are  so  desirous  of  working  for  the 
Master,  and  thus  give  the  bread  of  life  to  those  who  are  "  ready  to  perish?" 

It  rests  with  us.  May  we  all .  so  labor  that  the  Master  may  say  of  us 
each,  "She  has  done  what  she  could."

REPORT  ON  SUPPLIES  AND  DISTRIBUTION, 

Quite  a  large  number  of  boxes  and  barrels  have  been  sent  by  various 
auxiliaries  to  our  mission  fields  during  the  year.  Our  missionaries  have 
found  them  very  helpful  in  the  way  of  clothing  the  destitute,  and  in  sup- 
plying the  needs  of  those  who  were  unable  to  help  themselves.  Many 
poor  people,  who  had  no  suitable  clothing,  have  thus  been  enabled  to  at- 
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tend   Cliurch  and  Sunday-school,  and   have  been  made  comfortable  in 
their  homes. 

Wliile  we  would  urge  our  auxiliaries,  in  all  cases  where  practicable, 
to  prepare  and  forward  such  sui)plies  as  are  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
destitute,-  we  would  caution  them  against  sending  old  papers,  old  school- 
books,  each  unlike  the  other,  and  old,  much-worn  garments.  In  some  in- 
stances the  value  of  the  boxes  received  by  the  missionaries  has  not  equaled 
the  expense  of  sending. 

Good  second-hand  clothing,  good  Sunday-school  books,  illustrated  pa- 
pers, uniform  school  and  singing  books,  together  with  new  material  for  all 
kinds  of  clothing,  and  ready-made  garments,  bedding,  etc.,  are  always 
needed,  and  always  acceptable.  Supplies  for  sewing-schools  are  also 
greatly  needed. 

In  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  the  auxiliaries  that  have  contributed 
supplies  are  credited  in  their  respective  Conferences  with  the  number  and 
value  of  the  same.

3.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  take  this  matter  in  charge, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  awaken  interest  in  the  enterprise,  secure  funds, 
and  inaugurate  the  school  as  soon  as  practicable. 

4.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  returned  to  the  Baptist  ladies  of 
Chicago  for  the  fraternal  invitation  relating  to  their  Training-school.

REPORT  ON  SUPPLIES. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  distributing  sup- 
plies and  aids  would  respectfully  report : 

That  in  their  opinion  great  good  can  be  accomplished  by  a  judicious 
distribution  of  clothing,  religious  books,  papers,  and  household  articles. 

By  correspondence  with  our  missionaries,  and  others  interested  in 
our  work,  it  will  be  readily  learned  where  supplies  are  needed,  and  what 
articles  will  meet  the  wants  of  the  people. 

In  order  that  this  branch  of  our  work  be  conducted  economically  and 
systematically,  your  Committee  recommend  that  a  Department  of  Supplies 
be  established,  which  shall  be  intrusted  to  a  General  Superintendent,  in 
conjunction  with  a  Special  Comm'ttee. 

All  communications  relating  to  the  needs  of  our  various  fields  should 
be  addressed  to  the  General  Superintendent. 

Societies  or  individuals  desiring  to  contribute  to  this  department  should 
inform  the  General  Superintendent  of  this  desire,  and  also  state  the  kind 
of  help  they  wish  to  render. 

"We  deem  this  a  very  important  department  of  our  work.    By  thus 
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systematizing  it,  we  feel  that  not  only  time  but  money  may  be  saved,  and 
we  trust  that  much  good  may  be  accomplished. 

Wc  recommend  that  the  Superintendent  of  this  department  prepare  a 
circular  that  may  be  sent  to  all  auxiliaries,  giving  full  directions  as  to 
plans  of  work.

[In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  this  report,  Mrs.  "Whet- 
stone subsequently  prepared  a  circular,  a  copy  of  which  is  here  given,  as 
follows:] 

Department  of  Supplies. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  believing  that  very  much  good  can  be  accomplislied  by  a  judi- 
cious distribution  of  clothing,  religious  books  and  papers,  and  houseliold 
articles  in  those  portions  of  our  country  where  they  are  very  much  needed, 
have  organized  a  Department  of  Supplies,  under  the  direction  of  a  General 
Superintendent,  and  the  following  regulations  and  suggestions  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  Auxiliary  Societies  and  indi- 
viduals wishing  to  furnish  suppUes  for  distribution  through  the  agency  of 
this  Society. 

To  facilitate  the  operations  of  this  department,  it  is  desirable  that 
persons  or  Societies  wishing  to  send  packages  should  inform  the  Superin- 
tendent of  such  intention-,  and  what  articles  they  propose  to  contribute. 
The  Superintendent  will  then  inform  them  where  it  will  be  most  desirable 
that  the  articles  mentioned  should  be  sent,  and  will  furnish  a  printed  form 
to  be  filled  out  with  a  list  of  the  articles  contained  in  the  packages,  and 
their  estimated  value,  and  the  name  of  the  Auxiliary  Society  or  individuals 
contributing.  The  lists,  when  filled  out,  together  with  the  railroad  or  ex- 
press receipt  for  shipment,  must  be  mailed  to  the  General  Superintendent, 
who  will  record  them  in  a  book  provided  for  such  purposes. 

Much  time  and  expense  may  be  saved,  and  the  delivery  of  packages 
to  their  destination  greatly  facilitated,  by  making  proper  arrangements  for 
through  transportation  from  the  starting  places,  or  the  shipping  stations 
nearest  thereto. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  transportation  can  be  obtained  at  greatly 
reduced  rates,  if  not  entirely  free,  by  a  proper  representation  of  the  chari- 
table nature  and  objects  of  the  Society  engaged  in  this  work. 

J8®"  All  charges  and  expenses  incident  to  the  transportation  of  articles 
intended  for  distribution  through  this  agency  must,  in  all  cases,  be  prepaid 
at  the  time  of  shipment.

REPORT  ON  INDUSTRIAL  HOMES. 

We  recommend  that  an  industrial  department  shall  be  added,  when 
practicable,  to  every  school  sustained  by  the  Church. 

In  these  departments  and  industrial  schools  the  girls  shall  be  taught  to 
make  and  repair  clothing,  and  to  do  general  sewing.  They  shall  be  taught 
to  cook  and  to  do  general  housework,  so  as  to  be  able  to  make  tidy  and  at- 
tractive homes  or  capable  assistants  in  homes;  and  such  trades  as  mil- 
linery, dress-making,  etc.,  in  order  to  become  self-supporting. 

If  the  school  is  also  a  home,  particular  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
deportment  of  the  pupils.  Habits  of  personal  cleanliness,  order,  respectful 
address,  and,  if  possible,  of  devotion  must  be  secured.  There  should  be 
family  worship,  morning  and  evening,  at  which  all  must  be  present. 

We  recommend  that  young  wives  and  mothers  be  invited  to  these  in-

dustrial  departments  for  instruction,  in  keeping  their  clothing,  persons,  and 
homes  orderly  and  comfortable. 

We  recommend  that  a  Standing  Committee  be  made  on  Industrial 
Homes,  each  member  having  charge  of  one  home  (or  more),  to  whom  the 
matron  shall  make  monthly  rejiorts.  This  Committee  shall  meet  and  con- 
fer at  such  times  as  sliall  be  indicated. 

We  surest  that  blanks  for  reports  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the  matrons, 
that  the  reports  may  be  uniform.  Each  matron  shall  send  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  present  the  same  to 
the  Executive  Board  for  action  thereon. 

The  educational  destitution  of  the  freedmen  being  great,  and  no  ade- 
quate provision  being  made  therefor  from  any  source,  it  seems  to  us  un- 
worthy of  a  great  Christian  Government  to  allow  a  large  and  increasingly 
important  class  of  its  citizens  to  continue  in  deCTadation  without  making 
suitable  appropriations  for  their  education  and  elevation ;  therefore. 

We  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  other  benevolent  and  religious  associations  regai-ding  a 
petition  to  Congress,  at  its  present  session,  which  shall  ask  for  adequate 
appropriations  to  be  made  for  the  common-school  and  industrial  education 
of  the  freedmien.

REPORT  ON   FINANCE  AND   M4SSION  FIELDS. 

[TnE  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  (page  20)  show  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  not  completed  at  the 
time  of  adjournment,  and  that  it  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for 
comj)letion,  and  with  instructions  to  present  it  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  for  final  action.  In  pursuance  of  this  action  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, the  Committee  met  at  8.30  A.  M.  on  the  day  following  the  adjourn- 
ment, and  completed  its  report ;  and,  in  addition,  individual  pledges  were 
made  in  behalf  of  the  proposed  organ  of  tlie  Society  as  hereafter  stated. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  this  report  was  consid- 
ered and  approved,  as  follows :] 

Resolved.  1.  That  the  estimates  for  the  coming  year  be  fixed  at  $20,000. 

2.  That  appropriations  shall  be  made  for  all  work  to  be  done  by  the 
Society,  and  what  have  hitherto  been  known  as  the  special  funds  shall  be 
included  in  the  general  treasury ;  and  what  has  heretofore  been  termed 
special  work  shall  be  provided  for,  as  a  part  of  the  regular  work,  by  dis- 
bursements from  the  general  treasury. 

3.  That  individuals  and  auxiliaries  may,  as  formerly,  specify  the  work 
to  which  they  wish  their  money  applied,  and  may  direct  their  efibrts  to 
raise  funds  for  that  particular  object. 

4.  That  should  individuals  at  any  time  donate  money  for  a  purpose 
not  provided  for  in  the  annual  appropriations,  such  money  shall  constitute 
a  "special  fund  to  be  used  as  directed  by  donors;"  and  the  work  done  in 
the  use  of  this  fund  shall  be  known  as  "special  work." 

5.  That  Auxiliary  Societies  shall  have  credit  for  membership  fees  and 
such,  other  moneys  as  may  be  donated  to  the  Society  and  sent  to  the  gen- 
eral treasury ;  but  such  Societies  can  have  no  credit  in  the  general  treas- 
ury for  money  raised  and  spent  by  themselves  in  local  and  benevolent 
Church  work. 

6.  That  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver  be  requested  to  prepare  a  paper  on  Local 
work,  to  be  presented  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

7.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  general  rules,  to  be  used 
as  a  guide  in  arranging  the  Conference  Societies. 

8.  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  five  be  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs. 
W.  G.  Williams,  Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy,  IMrs.  C.  V.  Culver, 
and  Mrs.  McClellan  Brown,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  information, 
by  correspondence  and  otherwise,  of  the  needs  of  the  different  localities 
that  may  desire  assistance,  and  to  determine  what  are  legitimate  fields  for 
missionary  work. 

9.  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  Mrs.  E.  S.  Eust  for  her  generous 
donation  of  $513,  the  amount  which  she  has  advanced  for  carrying  on 
missionary  work;  and  that,  in  consideration  of  this  generous  donation, 
Mrs.  Eust  be  made  an  Honorary  Patron. 

10.  That  an  appropriation  of  $300  be  made  to  the  work  in  Texas,  to 
be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Board. 

11.  That  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  publish  a  monthly 
paper,  the  subscription  price  of  which  shall  be  25  cents. 
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12.  That  Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe  and  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bugbee  be  appointed  edit- 
ors and  publishers  of  the  paper,  and  that  these  of&cers  be  paid  each  an 
annual  salary  of  $200.* 

13.  That  6,000  copies  of  the  first  number  of  the  paper  be  printed. 

14.  AV^e  recommend  that  the  Publication  Committee  publish  in  the 
Annual  Eeport  the  names  of  the  officers  of  each  Conference  Society ;  and 
also  the  names  of  the  missionaries  of  this  Society,  and  their  fields  of  labor. 

15.  That  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone  be  made  Superintendent  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Supplies. 

16.  That  Mrs.  INIarcy  be  made  Chairman  of  a  Committee  on  Training- 
school,  with  power  to  appoint  the  other  members  of  the  Committee. 

17.  As  fuller  information  is  needed  concerning  the  condition  and  wants 
of  the  dilferent  sections  of  the  home  mission  field,  Bureaus- of  Information 
shall  be  established,  each  in  charge  of  a  Secretary,  with  assistants,  whose 
special  business  shall  be  to  obtain  information  relating  thereto,  systema- 
tize such  knowledge,  and  forward  it  with  their  recommendations  to  the 
Executive  Board  for  final  action.  Each  Secretary  may  appoint  her  assist- 
ants, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  she  shall  report 
quarterly  or  oftener  to  that  body,  and  annually  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

18.  That  Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe  be  appointed  Secretary  of  Bureau  for  In- 
dians ;  Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  Secretary  of  Bureau  for  Mormons ;  Mrs.  E.  S. 
Rust,  Secretary  of  Bureau  for  Colored  People  in  the  South ;  Mrs.  A.  C. 
Knight,  Secretary  of  Bureau  for  Illiterate  Whites  in  the  South ;  Mrs.  A. 
R.  Clark,  Secretary  of  Bureau  for  New  Mexico ;  Mrs.  C.  F.  Springer,  Secre- 
tary of  Bureau  for  Western  and  North-western  Frontiers:  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bay- 
Hss,  Seci-etary  of  Bureau  for  the  Chinese.

Letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  Utah  Mission. 

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  November  14,  1883. 

To  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society : 

It  aflfords  me  much  pleasure  to  comply  with  your  request,  and  furnish 
vou  with  a  brief  statement  concerning  the  condition  of  the  work  with 
which  you  have  been  so  intimately  connected,  and  in  which  you  have  been 
so  deeply  interested. 

The  Home  and  boarding  hall  for  which  your  Society  became,  in  the 
main,  financially  responsible,  is  being  rapidly  pushed  to  completion,  and 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  December.  While  this  building  will 
not  be  adequate  to  the  demand,  yet  it  will  give  us  advantages  far  superior 
to  those  we  now  possess,  and  certainly  can  not  fail  to  greatly  strengthen 
the  educational  work.  From  the  present  outlook,  by  the  1st  of  January 
we  will  have  about  all  the  boarders  that  can  be  accommodated. 

The  munificent  gift  of  Mrs.  Chnton  B.  Fisk  of  SI, 000,  to  be  used  in 
furnishing  the  "  Home,"  is  greatly  appreciated.  This  amount  appropriated 
in  this  way  will  give  us  a  pleasant  and  comfortable  home  for  teachers  and 
students  who  board  with  us.

82  WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


In  viow  of  the  report  which  has  already  been  sent  yon  from  the  Pri- 
mary Department  of  tlie  Salt  Lake  Seminary,  I  need  only  add  that  the 
teacher,  Miss  E.  R.  Anderson,  is  doing  efficient  work,  and  your  Society 
may  be  justly  congratulated  over  the  returns  from  the  labor  and  means 
expended. 

At  the  present  we  have  enrolled  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Seminary  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  i)upils. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  this  work  is  the  establishment  of  free  schools 
in  neglected  districts.  This  need  has  become  so  apparent  and  so  urgent 
that  a  failure  to  respond  to  these  demands  would  be  to  surrender  into  the 
hands  of  the  Mormons  many  of  the  most  promising  districts ;  while  on 
the  other  hand,  to  maintain  schools  in  these  places  would  be  to  rescue 
scores  of  children  from  the  power  of  the  Mormon  Church,  and  to  add 
greatly  to  the  strength  of  our  evangelical  work. 

Wherever  we  can  organize  and  establish  day-schools,  the  way  is  open 
for  Sunday-school  and  Church  work.  Our  sister  Churches,  the  Presbyte- 
I'ian  and  Congregational,  have  not  been  slow  to  respond  to  these  demands, 
for  they  now  have  several  free  schools  throughout  the  city,  all  of  which 
are  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

While  there  are  many  openings  for  work  of  this  character,  yet  we 
have  but  one  free  school  in  operation,  and  that  in  connection  with  the 
Norwegian  Church.  They  have  been  in  their  new  building  but  a  short 
time,  and  already  have  about  forty  pupils,  and  twenty  more  to  enter  in  a 
few  days.  From  the  present  indications,  by  January  1st  there  will  be  from 
seventj'-five  to  one  hundred  pupils. 

Thus  far  the  work  has  been  wholly  given  to  the  English ;  but  with 
more  help  much  could  be  accomplished  among  the  Scandinavians.  The 
teacher.  Miss  E.  D.  Sanderson,  has  already  more  than  she  can  possibly  at- 
tend to  and  do  justice  to  the  school.  This  teacher  is  supported  from  the 
funds  of  the  Missionary  Society  ($400),  set  apart  for  the  Scandinavian  work. 
This  is  sufficient  for  her  only,  leaving  no  provision  for  an  assistant,  who  is 
now  greatly  needed,  and  will  be  a  necessity  to  the  well-being  of  the  school 
by  the  10th  of  December. 

In  view  of  this,  we  most  heartily  recommend  that  you,  as  a  Society, 
guarantee  the  support  of  a  teacher  in  this  free  school,  which  would  be  not 
less  than  $400,  and  send  the  teacher  at  once,  if  possible,  or  by  all  means 
not  later  than  the  1st  of  January. 

The  school  at  Ogden,  under  charge  of  Mrs.  UpdegrafF  and  Mrs.  Skewes, 
is  prospering.  But  doubtless  you  have  already  received  reports  from  there, 
and  any  thing  further  would  be  unnecessary.

Lette»-  from  the  Pastor  of  the  Scandinavian  Church. 

Salt  Lake  City,  November  14,  1883. 

To  the  Ladies  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society : 

I  learned  to-day  frord  brother  Iliff  that  he  has  already  written  to  your 
Society,  recommending  aid  for  our  school  here ;  but  I  desire  to  make  a  few 
statements  regarding  the  school  and  its  needs. 

Our  new  school-house  was  finished  two  weeks  ago,  and  we  opened 
school  with  twenty-four  scholars.  Now  we  have  about  forty,  and  I  expect 
to  have  this  number  increased  to  sixty  before  December.  A  number  of 
children  who  now  are  going  to  the  ward  or  Mormon  school  will  come  to 
us  as  soon  as  the  term  is  out,  which  will  be  in  a  few  weeks,  and  we  shall 
need  an  additional  teacher  by  December.  In  fact,  we  need  more  help  at 
once,  as  forty  scholars  are  more  than  one  teacher  can  do  justice  to,  and  of 
late  I  have  given  a  couple  of  hours  every  morning  to  the  school.    But  my 
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work  in  this  city  occupies  my  time  so  entirely  tiiat  I  have  really  none  to 
spare  for  Kchool  work.  Still  I  will  do  my  best  till  we  can  get  some 
assistance. 

Our  teacher  is  supported  by  the  Missionary  Society ;  but  we  can  not 
at  present  expect  any  further  aid  from  that  Society  for  an  additional 
teacher,  and  I  ajipeal  to  your  Society  to  help  us  in  our  educational  work. 

The  greater  part  of  the  children  are  from  Mormon  and  apostate  fam- 
ilies. Some  of  them  are  extremely  poor.  Others  will  pay  a  little  tuition, 
perhaps  enough  to  pay  for  fuel,  etc.  But  that  is  all.  in  fact,  the  school 
IS  a  free  school,  as  we  make  no  charges.  Will  your  Society  be  able  to 
support  a  teacher  in  our  school  from  December  to  the  end  of  this  school 
year?  If  you  can  not  do  any  thing  for  us  until  January,  we  will  try  to 
get  along  till  then  in  some  way ;  but  I  expect  by  that  time  we  shall  need 
three  teachers  instead  of  two. 

Bishop  Wiley,  who  is  acquainted  with  our  work  here,  fully  indorses 
this  application.  Hoping  to  hear  from  you  with  a  grant  of  this  request,  I 
am  yours  in  the  work,

Letter  from  Miss  Anderson. 

Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  November  9,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board : 

The  scholars  in  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Salt  Lake  Seminary  for 
the  term  commencing  September  3,  1883,  and  ending  November  9th,  have 
numbered  fifty,  tiieir  ages  ranging  from  five  to  twelve  years.  The  daily 
attendance  has  been  good. 

We  have  a  pleasant  and  comfortable  room,  having  just  received  our 
new  desks,  with  which  we  are  much  pleased.  There  are  on  the  walls  sev- 
eral maps,  some  of  which  are  badly  worn,  but  will,  perhaps,  answer  awhile 
yet.  We  need  very  much  other  charts,  and  if  such  as  we  desire  could  be 
furnished  they  would  be  of  great  service  to  us  in  imparting  instruction. 

This  department  is  made  up  almost  wholly  from  the  poor  of  the  city, 
the  greater  number  being  of  Mormon  parentage.  We  have  children  here, 
eleven  and  twelve  years  of  age,  who  have  never  had  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing school  before,  and  whose  education  would  evidently  be  neglected  alto- 
gether if  it  were  not  for  the  advantage  of  free  education;  and  if  the  ladies 
of  your  Society  feel  disposed  to  do  any  thing  farther  in  behalf  of  this  de- 
partment at  present,  a  box  of  Winter  clothing  could  be  used  to  good  advan- 
tage, and  will,  indeed,  be  indispensable  in  order  to  retain  the  poorer  schol- 
ars in  the  school. 

We  are  doing  all  in  our  power  to  make  the  school  a  success,  and  the 
results  are  encouraging.  ]Miss  E.  R.  Andebson,  Teacher. 

Letter  from  Mrs.  Skewes. 

Ogden,  Utah,  November  7,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board : 

In  answer  to  your  request,  I  write  you  concerning  our  work  in  this 
place.  Ogden  claims  a  population  of  seven  thousand.  Two-thirds  of  this 
number  are  Mormons.  The  non-Mormon  element  is  largely  a  floating  pop- 
ulation, though  some  are  settling  here  with  a  view  to  making  this  a  perma- 
nent place  of  residence. 

Flourisliing  schools  are  supported  by  the  Catholics,  Episcopalians, 
Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Baptists,  and  Congregationalists.  But  two  of 
these,  the  Catholic  and  Episcopalian,  outrank  our  own  in  numbers.     With 
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ninety  pupils,  our  school  has  nearly  reached  its  maximum,  owing  to  want  of 
room  and  to  lack  of  assistance.  As  our  boys  and  girls  advance,  they  enter 
schools  whicli  can  ailord  them  better  advantages. 

Our  school  building  is  in  the  rear  of  the  church,  on  the  church  lot. 
There  is  no  way  of  enlarging  the  present  structure,  nor  sufficient  ground 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  one.  Our  people  have  done  nobly  during  the  past 
two  years  in  putting  improvements  upon  the  church  and  in  building  a 
school-house  at  a  cost  of  $1,250,  At  present  they  are  utterly  unable  to  pur- 
chase a  lot  or  to  erect  a  new  building.  The  school-rooms  are  not  properly 
furnished ;  but  we  hope  by  the  close  of  the  school  year  to  make  som.e 
improvements  in  that  direction. 

We  are  very  greatly  in  need  of  a  lady  missionary  to  visit  from  house 
to  bouse,  and  to  assist  the  pastor  and  his  wife  in  their  work.  These  duties 
require  more  time  than  Mrs.  Updegraflf  and  myself  are  able  to  devote  to 
them.  I  have  great  faith  in  our  school  work  here ;  but  I  believe  that  an 
earnest  Christian  woman,  adapted  to  evangelistic  work  and  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  could  accomplish  much  for  our  Church  in  the  way  of  immediate 
results.    Five  hundred  dollars  would  support  such  a  missionary  in  this  field. 

Thanking  you  most  heartily  for  what  you  have  done  for  us  and  for 
what  you  are  still  doing,  and  hoping  that  you  will  find  it  in  your  power  to 
aid  us  yet  further,  I  am  gratefully  yours,

Letter  from  Miss  Cowgill. 

188  Race  Street,  Kew  Orleans,  La.,  November  13,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board : 

At  your  request  I  send  you  a  report  of  my  last  year's  (seven  months) 
work  in  this  city.  While  here  my  time  has  principally  been  given  to  visit- 
ing among  the  poor,  and  to  holding  religious  meetings.  My  places  of  work 
have  been,  in  some  of  the  Churches,  in  homes  of  the  poor,  in  the  charity 
hospital,  in  the  prison  and  jail,  among  the  seamen,  in  dens  of  vice  and  in- 
famy, aiad  on  the  streets  of  this  city. 

In  these  places  my  work  has  been  among  both  white  and  colored.  In 
the  nine  years  in  which.  I  have  been  engaged  in  this  work,  both  in  the 
country  and  city,  God  has  very  graciously  been  with  me.  By  his  blessing, 
I  liave  been  permitted  to  make  many  thousands  of  visits  among  the  poor, 
have  held  hundreds  of  meetings,  and  have  been  permitted  to  see  many 
conversions.  Each  year  I  am  led  to  see  and  feel  more  of  the  great  needs 
and  blessedness  of  this  work.  Number  of  religious  visits  made  in  the  past 
year,  2,777;  meetings  held,  191;  Bible-readings  given,  231;  sewing-schools 
visited,  40 ;  letters  written,  223 ;  garments  given  to  poor,  373 ;  books  given 
to  poor,  150  ;  papers  and  tracts  distributed,  3,123. 
i^  Since  Mrs.  Hartzell's  illness  I  have  had  charge  of  the  work  in  this 
Conlerence.  This  year  I  am  organizing  some  new  schools,  self-supporting. 
We  now  have  seven  mission  schools  in  this  city,  and  next  week  I  expect 
to  organize  two  more.  I  shall  have  ten  Church  districts  to  travel  in — nine 
colored  and  one  white.  I  can  not  organize  any  day  mission  school  in  the 
white  district,  because  nearly  all  are  under  Catholic  influences  ;  but  I  shall 
open  a  sewing-school,  and  shall  hold  religious  meetings  there. 

There  will  be  need  for  my  visiting  and  watching  over  all  our  schools, 
except  Mrs.  Bentley's.  She  is  thoroughly  competent  to  carry  on  her  large 
and  very  orderly  school  without  any  assistance  from  me ;  but  I  have  con- 
sented to  hold  religious  meetings  once  in  each  month  in  her  school.  I 
would  very  much  like  to  know  whether  the  Board  will  allow  me  fifteen 
dollars  per  month,  to  be  divided  among  three  of  our  very  poor  schools — 
five  dollars  per  month  to  each  of  three  teachers.  The  income  from  their 
schools  is  very  small  as  yet,  amounting  frequently  to  not  more  than  two 
dollars  per  week,  as  the  children  attending  are  from  very  poor  families. 
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I  have  received  this  year  several  boxes  of  clotliing,  Sunday-school 
papers,  and  cards,  tliat  have  greatly  aided  me  in  my  work.  I  can  make 
good  use  of  all  the  clothcjs  I  can  get,  even  if  somewhat  worn  ;  for  there  are 
many  poor  creatures  here  who  are  very  grateful  for  a  little  clotliing.  I  have 
found  some  women  in  the  jail  almost  naked,  one  entirely  so.  In  order  to 
reach  the  souls  of  these  poor,  de])raved,  and  suffering  ones,  I  must  first  do 
something  for  their  bodies.  There  is  a  constant,  every-day  draft  on  my 
purse,  and  I  can  not  help  it.  When  I  go  among  the  sick  and  suffering  poor 
1  must  use  a  little  to  put  bread  in  hungry  mouths. 

Yesterday,  in  one  of  the  old,  filthy  rooms  I  visited,  I  found  three 
little  children — two  babes,  and  one  about  four  years  old — all  nearly  starved. 
The  poor,  sickly  mother  had  left  them  there,  and  gone  off  to  hunt  some 
work  to  do.  What  grateful  looks  these  little  ones  gave  me  when  I  brought 
them  in  a  loaf  of  bread !  O,  how  often  in  such  cases  the  Savior  sweetly 
speaks  to  me :  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me  1" 

Many  persons  write  to  me  to  know  about  our  work  here,  and  tell  me 
that  letters  with  incidents  from  the  mission  fields  do  great  good ;  so  I 
write  many  such  letters  at  night,  after  my  outside  work  is  done.  Last 
month  I  wrote  fifty-seven  such  letters.  I  have  my  heart  and  hands  full 
here;  but  I  feel  it  is  a  blessed  privilege  to  be  engaged  in  this  work,  and 
the  Lord  graciously  smiles  upon  me,  and  makes  me  very  happy  in  his 
service.

Letter  from  Mrs.  Bentley. 

New  Orleans,  La.,  November  13,  1883. 
To  the  Board  of  Managers : 

Dear  Ladies, — I  have  been  engaged  in  mission  work,  as  teacher,  about 
three  years.  My  school  is  opened  daily,  with  Bible-reading,  prayer,  and 
catechism.  Once  a  week  we  have  sewing-school ;  one  afternoon  is  devoted 
to  letter-writing,  another  to  dictation,  one  to  declamation,  and  one  to 
prayer-meeting. 

Last  year  my  school  was  not  as  large  as  in  the  previous  years,  owing 
to  our  not  having  opened  until  late.  It  is  customary  in  New  Orleans  to 
open  schools  September  1st,  and  close  the  last  of  June,  a  term  of  ten 
months,  while  our  mission  schools  have  been  in  operation  only  six  or  seven 
months. 

This  year  I  have  an  average  attendance  of  sixty-five  pupils,  ranging 
in  age  from  four  years  to  fourteen.  The  classes  are  graded  from  the  alpha- 
bet to  the  Fourth  Reader ;  and  I  have  also  classes  in  grammar  and  historj-. 
I  urge  cleanliness,  neat,  whole  clothes,  and  polished  boots  and  shoes. 

Our  great  need  is  more  schools.  We  ought  to  have  a  teacher  in  every 
Church ;  and  I  feel  sure  all  such  schools  would  succeed ;  for  education  is 
very  highly  appreciated  by  this  people.  I  frequently  consult  parents,  and 
have  their  hearty  co-operation.  I  also  have  the  good-will  of  the  pastor  in 
charge,  and  we  often  advise  with  each  other  in  reference  to  matters  relating 
to  my  school.  He  is  interested  in  the  school,  and  frequently  visits  us,  and 
gives  the  children  advice  and  encouragement. 

There  are  no  public  schools  opened  in  New  Orleans,  and  now  is  the 
opportunity  to  build  up  our  work.  The  colored  people  generally  prefer 
our  schools  to  others,  because  they  feel  that  we  take  a  greater  interest  in 
their  present  physical  and  moral  condition,  and  in  their  future  welfare. 

Dear  Mrs.  Williams  was  bui'ied  last  Wednesday.  Only  those  who  have 
felt  her  influence,  and  have  been  under  her  faithful  care  will  know  how 
sadly  she  will  be  missed.  She  was  a  very  conscientious  worker,  and  will 
be  long  remembered.  Her  whole  life  was  a  marked  example  of  Christian 
fortitude  and  of  great  self-sacrifice.

Letter  from  Miss  Black. 

New  Okle^vns,  December  G,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board : 

Dear  Ladies, — As  Miss  Cowjrill  has  kindly  given  me  permission  to 
teach  in  ]\Irs.  Williams's  place  until  she  could  hear  from  you,  I  trust  you 
will  not  think  it  presumption  on  my  part  to  send  in  my  report  for  the  past 
month. 

My  dear  friend  was  taken  sick  Tuesday  night,  October  30th,  and  ex- 
pired November  6th.  I  lost  three  days  of  school  after  the  funeral,  as  I 
felt  her  loss  too  severely  to  walk  right  in  and  take  the  place,  although  the 
Monday  previous  to  her  death  she  insisted  that  she  was  well  enough  to  be 
left  alone,  and  that  I  must  take  her  place  in  the  school,  which  I  did. 
When  I  returned  I  found  her  clianged  for  the  worse,  and  so  rapidly  did 
she  sink  that  she  was  gone  before  we  could  realize  it.'  She  was  a  most 
faithful  and  sincere  worker,  often  rising  from  a  sick-bed,  unable  to  take 
food,  and  going  to  her  school,  where  she  was  sure  to  force  strength  and 
instruct  the  children.  And  she  was  impelled  to  this,  not  by  the  love  of 
money,  but  by  the  earnest  desire  of  her  warm  and  loving  heart  to  benefit 
a  race  who  have  few  staunch  friends  to  aid  them. 

I  opened  school  with  sixteen  boys  and  thirty-nine  girls,  and  the  num- 
ber has  since  increased.  The  children  here  greatly  need  religious  school- 
ing, for  vice  and  temptation  in  every  shape  and  form  are  spread  before 
their  eyes ;  and  they  need  such  teaching  six  days  in  the  week,  if  they  are 
to  become  good  men  and  women.  Do  not  imagine  that  I  am  writing  alto- 
gether concerning  the  colored  people.  If  the  ladies  at  the  North  knew  the 
amount  of  ignorance  existing  among  the  poor  white  people,  they  would  be 
astonished. 

The  presents  you  were  generous  eno.ugh  to  send  us  were  received  with 
the  greatest  delight ;  the  only  regret  was  that  we  did  not  have  enough  Testa- 
ments. I  need  at  least  thirty  more ;  if  you  can  possibly  send  them  before 
the  opening  of  school  next  year,  you  will  be  doing  as  charitable  a  work  as 
it  would  be  to  send  them  to  the  Chinese  or  to  the  South  Sea  Islanders.  I 
was  greatly  surprised  to  see  the  beaming  faces  of  two  or  three  who  re- 
ceived them.  I  had  been  allowing  these  to  read  from  my  Bible ;  but  the 
idea  of  having  one  of  their  own  was  far  more  precious  to  them  than  you 
can  realize. 

From  the  oldest  to  the  youngest,  all  were  unanimous  in  their  praises 
of  the  books.  They  join  in  sending  you  "A  merry  Christmas,"  "Thank 
ye,"  "Much  dbleeged  to  you" — to  appreciate  the  last  sentence  you  would- 
have  to  hear  it  spoken  by  one  of  them,  and  see  their  curtesy — "May  you 
have  much  pleasure  and  happiness  both  Christmas  and  New  Year,"  "We 
will  pray  for  the  kind  ladies  who  have  sent  us  these  books  and  tracts." 

I  have  but  one  regret,  that  you  were  not  here  to  see  how  earnest  their 
little  faces  were  while  they  were  sending  you  their  kind  wishes.  And  as 
to  the  "  teacher,"  permit  her  to  send  you  the  "  compliments  of  the  season," 
and  to  say  that  a  part  of  the  daj'  is  devoted  to  Scripture  reading,  to  the 
infinite  delight  of  the  children. 

Letter  from  Rev.  D.  Sherrill,  of  the  Congregational  Church. 

Savannah,  Ga.,  October  23,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board: 

Mrs.  Lewis,  your  missionary  to  the  colored  people  here,  has  desired 
me  to  state  the  present  needs  of  this  city,  in  which  your  work  is  located. 
I  may  say  here  that  I  am  in  charge  of  the  American  Missionary  Associa- 
tion's work  for  Southern  Georgia,  and  have  given  some  thought  to  the  spe- 
cial needs  of  this  field. 

There  are  seats  in  all  schools  open  to  colored  people  in  this  city  for 
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about  twelve  hundred.  This  Kchool  iiopulation  is  not  less  than  four  tliou- 
sand  two  hundred.  Not  less  than  six  hundred  applicants  for  admLssion  to 
schools  have  been  turned  away  during  this  month.  I  do  not  see  any  reason 
to  hope  that  there  will  be  other  public  schools  soon. 

Schools  from  primary  up  to  grammar  grade  are  now  the  chief  need, 
and,  for  the  reasons  mentioned,  1  conclude  the  need  for  some  years  to 
come  will  be  in  the  lower  grades.  Now,  to  supply  this  need,  a  small 
amount  of  money  will  do  much  more  than  you  might  suppose.  Three 
thousand  dollars  ought  to  build  fair  rooms  for  two  hundred  pupils,  and 
this  is  about  as  many  as  can  well  be  managed  in  one  school  in  this  hot, 
damp  climate. 

I  do  not  advise  making  provision  for  collegiate  education,  since  there 
is  no  need  for  it  here  at  present ;  and  I  think  it  will  pay  better  to  send 
students  to  college  at  Atlanta  or  some  higher,  cooler  place  than  to  attempt 
to  educate  them  here.  Your  work  in  Atlanta  will  be  worth  much  more 
than  here,  as  the  climate  is  so  much  more  helpful  to  the  student. 

We  need  no  colleges,  but  w'e  do  need  primary  and  secondary  schools. 
If  you  can  do  any  thing  more  in  this  line  it  will  be  a  greater  blessing  than 
your  people  can  possibly  imagine.  I  shall  be  glad  to  give  you  any  help  in 
my  power.        Yours,  in  the  interests  of  our  common  Lord,

Letter  from  Mrs.  Lewis. 

Savaxxah,  Ga.,  December  8,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board: 

The  weather  here  at  this  time  is  very  pleasant,  and  I  am  writing  this 
letter  with  windows  and  door  open.  I  know  you  will  be  pleased  to  know 
that  last  Sunday  we  finished  paying  for  the  organ,  the  money  having 
been  nearlj^  all  collected  by  the  children.  "We  have  raised  this  year  in  the 
Sunday-school  about  ninety  dollars,  which,  I  think,  is  doing  well.  Tuesday 
night  we  had  a  concert  and  festival  for  the  benefit  of  the  pastor,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  evening  w"ere  somewhat  over  forty-five  dollars.  We  have 
paid  him  during  the  year  §300. 

You  will  know  that  my  time  is  fully  occupied  when  I  say  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  my  school  work  and  visiting,  I  am  treasurer  for  the  Church  and  for 
the  Sunday-school,  class-leader,  and  secretary  of  a  society  which  we  have 
in  the  Church.  We  have  had,  of  late,  several  conversions  and  accessions 
to  our  little  Church,  and  I  need  not  tell  you  how  we  have  been  made  to 
rejoice.  The  dear  Father  gives  us  so  much  to  encourage  us  that  I  want  to 
give  every  moment  to  his  service.  I  am  grateful  to  him.  and.  to  you  for 
permitting  me  to  labor  among  this  people. 

I  have  had  some  extra  work  to  do  the  past  month.  Mr.  R.,  a  mer- 
chant of  this  place,  sent  me  a  dozen  pairs  of  blankets  to  distribute  among 
the  sufferers  from  the  late  fire ;  and  when  I  had  given  them  to  the  very 
needy,  a  dozen  more  were  sent,  and  also  some  clothing,  for  distribution. 
These  timely  gifts  were  warmly  appreciated  by  the  needy. 

I  have  received  from  a  friend  a  box  of  Sunday-school  books  for  our 
school,  which  will  be  highly  valued.  I  frequently  have  boxes  sent  by  per- 
sonal friends  and  others,  which  are  of  much  service  in  my  work.  I  "find  a 
great  many  poor  people  who  need  assistance,  and  the  poor  sick  I  must  aid. 
Bed-clothing  and  garments  for  the  sick  are  at  this  time  greatly  needed.  I 
often  find  children  who  would  attend  Sunday-school  if  they  had  suitable 
clothing,  and  older  people  who  can  not  attend  Church  for  the  want  of 
decent  clothes. 

I  have  not  opened  the  sewing-school,  but  intend  to  do  so  next  week.  I 
shall  hold  this  several  times  each  week,  as  I  can  not  instruct  more  than 
ten  or  twelve  children  in  a  class,  and  do  it  well.  I  hope  to  induce  two 
young  ladies  to  assist  me,  and  then  I  can  manage  very  well.     I  wish  that 
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material  for  sewing  could  be  sent  us  at  once,  as  it  will  be  very  much 
needed.  Patch-work  is  good  at  first,  but  it  does  not  amount  to  much  after 
the  children  are  taught  to  sew. 

Wliat  we  need  liere  is  a  good  building  for  a  school  and  home.  I  know 
there  is  work  sullicient  for  tliree  missionaries  here.  I  looked  at  the  chil- 
dren to-day,  and  as  I  thought  of  the  many  lessons  they  needed  to  be 
taught  in  order  to  become  good  men  and  women,  missionary  work  in  Sa- 
vannah had  a  deeper  moaning  to  me  than  ever  before.  Wo  have  nearly  a 
hundred  pupils  in  the  school ;  but  many  of  them  are  from  famihes  too 
poor  to  pay  tuition.  If  we  had  a  building  with  graded  rooms  I  would  not 
hesitate  to  say  we  could  have  three  hundred  scholars. 

We  are  very  comfortable  in  our  little  rented  home,  so  neatly  furnished 
by  the  ladies  of  your  city,  and  we  are  happy  in  our  work.  Miss  Baldwin 
is  quite  well,  and  we  get  along  nicely  together.  Indeed,  if  we  do  God's 
work  well,  we  have  no  time  for  unpleasant  things.

Letter  from  Miss  Baldwin. 

Savannah,  Ga.,  November  13,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board: 

I  would  gladly  write  worthily  of  my  work,  its  needs  and  possibili' 
ties,  but  time  would  fail  me.  As  you  know,  my  work  in  Savannah  is  en' 
tirely  among  the  colored  people — to  quite  an  extent,  among  the  children* 
In  the. past  year  my  efforts  have  extended  into  more  than  two  hundred 
homes,  and  in  these  I  have  brought  to  bear  teaching,  personal  influence, 
and  direct  Bible  instruction.  During  the  past  month  I  tauglit  school 
twenty-one  days ;  gave  thirty-four  extra  lessons  in  evening-schools ;  made 
fourteen  religious  visits ;  held  seven  Bible-readings ;  attended  thirty-nine 
religious  meetings,  such  as  Sunday-schools,  prayer  and  Church  services; 
and  read  the  Bible  to  eighty-four  different  persons.  In  like  manner,  I  find 
a  constant  demand  upon  my  time. 

What  do  we  need  ?  It  is  far  easier  to  name  the  things  we  do  not  need. 
All  things  are  needed — the  laborers,  the  appliances,  the  conveniences.  The 
"field  is  already  white  to  the  harvest."  Children  come  daily,  asking  ad- 
mission to  tlie  school,  to  whom  we  are  compelled  to  say,  "  No  place  for 
j'ou,"  while  those  who  are  within  our  ranks  suffer  great  inconvenience, 
having  no  desks,  no  place  for  hats,  no  blackboards,  no  maps,  no  charts,  no 
suitable  benches,  besides  running  the  risk  of  being  hurt  by  falling  plaster. 
The  church-building  in  which  the  school  is  held  is  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition,  and  there  are  no  means  to  repair  it. 

We  do  greatly  need  among  these  people  an  enlightenment  that  will 
afford  a  better  article  of  religion,  one  that  will  do  away  with  superstitions, 
dreams,  travails,  spiritual  fathers  and  mothers  "led  away  by  the  spirit  of 
error."  We  need  temperance  organizations.  I  would  be  glad  if  I  had 
pledges  and  badges,  to  organize  a  "  Look-up  Legion." 

Here  are  places  to  be  visited,  called  homes,  with  nothing  about  them 
worthy  the  name,  even  in  its  most  humble  sense,  filled  to  overflowing  with 
inmates  who  have  not  the  remotest  idea  of  what  tends  to  make  a  home, 
"sweet  home."  I  have  visited  where  I  occupied  the  one  chair  in  the 
house,  and,  again,  when  I  have  sat  on  an  overturned  box.  O,  I  have  seen 
destitute  homes,  drunken  homes,  and  wicked  homes ;  yet  He  who  "  stands 
at  the  door  and  knocks  "  has  found  entrance,  and  through  the  Word  and 
Spirit  wrought  mighty  changes  in  some  hearts.  And  when  the  pressure 
of  life  became  too  hard,  and  the  burdens  too  heavy,  the  white-winged  mes- 
senger has  summoned  a  soul  from  such  a  place  to  a  mansion. 

The  possibilities  of  this  work  I  can  not  estimate.  My  mind  anticipates 
devoted  workers  and  teachers,  suitable  buildings  with  modern  conven- 
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iences,  a  Church  "hoh'  and  without  blemish;"  a  coming  people,  educated 
*and  i^rcpared  for  A\ork;  homes  with  blessed,  refininf<  influences,  where 
economy,  virtue,  and  happiness  are  found,  and  wliere  love  and  peace  pre- 
side; and  a  nation  "exalted,"  because  of  "tlie  righteousness  of  its  people," 
to  a  nearer  realization  of  that  state  when  the  "  kingdoms  of  this  world  are 
become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  his  Christ.

Letter  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Texas  Conference. 

[The  following  letter,  received  immediately  after  the  organization  of 
the  yociety  in  ISSO,  will  introduce  the  writer.  Subsequently  she  was  ap- 
pointed Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Texas  Conference,  and  the  suc- 
ceeding extracts  from  informal  letters  will  show  the  nature  and  condition 
of  her  work  in  that  Conference :] 

Whitman's  P.  0.,  Washixgtox  Co.,  Texas,  "I 
September  1,  1880.         / 
To  Mrs.  Rmt,  Corresponding  Secretary: 

Having  formerly  been  engaged  in  missionary  work  in  London,  Eng., 
and  for  the  past  nine  years  in  similar  work  for  the  poor  of  this  State,  you 
may  imagine  how  my  heart  rejoices  to  know  that  our  Church  has  organ- 
ized a  AVoman's  Home  Missionary  Society ,  and  I  can  say,  from  the  expe- 
rience of  a  life  given  to  mission  work,  God  bless  your  efforts. 

I  hope  you  will  pardon  me  for  offering  a  suggestion,  that  as  far  as  pos- 
sible you  provide  homes  for  your  missionaries  before  they  begin  work  to 
any  exteiat.  I  have  seen  grand  opportunities  lost  for  want  of  a  place  of 
shelter  for  the  workers.  As  a  matter  of  course,  the  ladies  who  engage  in 
this  work  will  expect  to  make  many  sacrifices  for  Christ's  sake.  God  has 
taken  to  himself  my  husband,  only  child,  and  father;  but  love  for  the 
work  is  deep  in  my  heart,  and  I  expect  the  Lord  to  guide  me.  May  he 
incline  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  supply  means  to  send  a  host  of  pious 
women  into  this  field  of  work  among  the  poor  white  people,  that  many 
sheaves  may  be  gathered  into  his  garner ! 

November  17,  1SS3. — It  would  have  given  me  great  pleasure  to  attend 
the  Annual  Meeting,  but  my  work  here  needs  my  constant  super\-ision. 
I  should  be  sorry  to  send  reports  that  are  not  reliable,  but  so  few  people 
here  have  any  knowledge  of  missionary  work,  or  sufficient  education  to 
make  intelligent  statements,  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  information  nec- 
essarj^  for  correct  reports.  If  God  spares  my  life  another  year  I  hope  to 
get  things  in  better  shape.  The  reports  of  auxiliaries  that  1  can  rely  upon 
give,  of  membership  fees  and  donations,  S249.05.  There  has  been  much 
sickness  in  this  section,  and  also  much  suffering  through  poverty.  [jNTeedy 
persons  have  been  aided,  and  schools  sustained. 

If  your  Board  can  assist  us,  it  "^-ill  do  an  excellent  work  by  helping 
two  or  three  teachers  who  are  now  in  schools,  but  whose  income  is  so  small 
and  uncertain  that  they  can  remain  but  a  short  time  in.  one  place ;  and 
hence  the  usefulness  of  their  schools  is  seriously  affected.  The  country 
places  need  schools  very  much.  There  are  few  free  schools,  and  by  the 
laws  of  the  State  children  can  not  be  admitted  till  they  are  eight  years  of 
age,  and  can  remain  only  tiU  they  are  fourteen.  After  that  age  tuition  must 
be  paid.    So  we  must  have  mission  schools. 

I  am  doing  what  I  can  to  supply  the  need,  but  among  this  very  poor 
people,  without  other  resources  thaii  my  own  efforts,  the  possibilities  are 
limited.  A  few  friends  in  England  sent  me  twelve  dollars  two  years  ago. 
I  have  had  twenty-eight  scholars,  but  the  attendance  varies.  At  present, 
bad  weather  and  insufficient  clothing  prevent  the  pupils  from  coming  any 
distance.     I  take  girls  to  stay  with  me,  and  teach  them  to  work;  then, 
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■\vlu'n  tlicy  are  a  little  advanced  in  their  studies,  iise  my  influence  to  get 
tliem  into  a  higher  school,  where  they  can  pay  their  expenses  by  work.  I 
am  receiving  letters  from  six  former  pupils — tliree  boys  and  three  girls,  the 
youngest  sixteen — who  are  now  in  Tillotsou  Institute,  Austin.  The  matron 
says  they  are  all  faithful  and  good  students.  I  wish  to  make  si)ecial  men- 
tion of  Mary  L ,  at  Houston  Seminary.    She  was  with  me  a  few  months 

this  year,  and  I  made  arrangements  last  month  with  the  teachers  by  which 
slie  can  do  wasliing  for  the  school,  to  lessen  her  expenses.  If  she  contin- 
ues to  prove  worthy  of  help  I  shall  ask  you,  if  you  can,  to  secure  some 
help  for  her.  She  is  a  member  of  our  Church,  and  I  believe  will  be  of 
great  service  in  the  mission  field.  I  was  only  able  to  arrange  for  her  to 
remain  a  month  or  two.  At  present  I  have  four  girls  with  me  in  my 
home.  Some  of  the  parents  are  able  to  send  their  food  and  others  are  not ; 
but  the  "barrel  of  meal"  has  not  given  out  yet,  thank  the  Lord. 

I  shall  continue  to  write  to  the  auxiliaries  and  people  that  I  can  in- 
terest in  the  Society,  and  hope  to  start  more  schools.  We  have  four  schools 
that  I  would  like  to  keep  going  all  the  year.  They  are  in  country  places, 
where  the  people  are  buying  land  and  will  soon  have  some  property. 

In  most  places  the  condition  of  the  people  is  bad  beyond  description. 
Not  more  than  one  in  twenty  has  a  proper  appreciation  of  true  character, 
and  social  relations  are  almost  ignored.  The  more  intelligent  defraud  the 
others.  They  know  nothing  of  economy,  and  of  course,  are  in  debt.  A 
leading  white  man,  son  of  a  former  slaveholder,  in  my  presence,  pronounced 
the  Bible  a  good  novel,  and  denounced  preachers  and  Christians  as  thieves 
and  deceivers.  _  The  people  need  teaching  in  every  thing  that  is  truthful 
and  sober,  upright  and  chaste.  This  is  no  hasty  opinion,  but  one  formed 
after  the  work  of  a  decade  in  "Washington  County.  I  Avas  engaged  in  mis- 
sion work  before  1  came  to  Texas,  and  therefore  know  the  difference  in 
fields  of  labor. 

If  the  Lord  opens  the  way  for  me  to  travel  more,  I  believe  a  grand 
work  can  be  done  here  in  organizing  and  encouraging  the  people.  I  am 
grateful  to  God  for  permitting  me  to  see  such  an  effort  made  to  elevate  and 
Christianize  the  women  and  girls  of  this  land. 

January  16,  1884. — I  have  received  the  first  installment  of  appropria- 
tion, for  which  accept  my  warmest  thanks.  I  will  try  to  act  discreetly,  by 
God's  grace.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  appropriation  ($150)  to 
work  in  the  whole  Conference,  will  enable  us  to  open  a  school  in  Grimes 
County;  also  at  Courtnej^,  where  I  promised  the  auxiliary  they  should 
have  a  mission  school  this  year. 

I  have  just  sent  out  twenty  circulars,  asking  friends  to  help  us  give  a 
golden  wedding  to  a  member  of  the  Texas  Annual  Conference,  and  stating 
therein  .that  any  thing  in  money  or  supplies  will  be  thankfully  received, 
and  also  any  thing  to  help  repair  the  dilapidated  home  of  the  aged  couple. 
Yesterday,  two  hours  before  day,  I  started  in  an  ox  wagon  for  a  twelve- 
miles'  ride  to  try  to  get  something  for  this  couple.  An  appeal  to  one  fam- 
ily brought  out  of  the  larder  a  large  piece  of  meat.  After  a  few  disap- 
pointments, I  received  a  tangible  proof  of  sympathy  in  agift  of  forty  cents 
in  money  and  a  sack  containing  a  bushel  of  corn.  A  little  more  travel, 
and  I  receive  eighteen  eggs,  and  again  six  quarts  of  meal.  The  sun  is  al- 
most down,  and  I  am  six  miles  from  home,  but  settle  myself  to  ride  as 
comfortably  as  may  be,  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  has  enabled 
me  to  help  a  little  those  who  are  so  helpless  and  so  near  the  toilers' 
resting-place. 

So  begins  another  quarter's  work,  and  I  feel  quite  willing  to  toil  on 
awhile  longer  if  God  wills  it  so.  May  he  give  us  grace  to  do  his  will,  and 
thus  make  the  world  feel  there  is  a  reality  in  the  religion  of  our  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ.  Yours  in  Him,

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Letter  from  the  Correspondingr  Secretary  of  West  Texas 
Conference. 

Austin,  Texas,  September  10,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board : 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  a  long  list  of  auxiliaries  to  present.  Still  I  do 
not  consider  ray  work  in  this  region  a  failure,  though  much  of  it  can  not 
be  formulated  in  a  report. 

I  gave  up  my  school  on  the  1st  of  January,  at  which  time  my  husband, 
who  is  a  presiding  elder,  purchased  a  horse  and  a  largo  hack,  and  I  went 
with  him  around  liis  district.  We  carried  provisions  and  bedding  with  us, 
so  that  we  were  at  home  wherever  night  overtook  us.  We  traveled  thus 
six  hundred  and  thirty-three  miles,  and  did  not  return  to  Austin  till  the 
19th  of  June.  I  lectured  every  Sunday,  and  sometimes  on  week  days,  on 
subjects  relating  to  practical  life  and  to  the  moral  and  spiritual  needs  of 
the  people. 

There  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  organizing  the  work  here. 
The  people  have  many  societies  for  mutual  aid,  and  all  these  have  some 
regalia  and  dress  parade  which  gratifies  the  fondness  for  display.  Then  the 
number  of  women  who  can  read  is  very  limited.  There  are  some  who  have 
very  correct  ideas  of  morality  and  Christianity,  and  the  number  is  con- 
stantly increasing;  but  the  great  mass  have  little  knowledge  of  these 
things. 

Of  the  eighteen  appointments  on  my  husband's  district,  five  have  be- 
come self-supporting.  In  these  there  is  some  comprehension  of  the  sin 
and  shame  of  immoral  lives,  and  many  are  evidently  trying  to  bring  up 
their  families  respectably,  and  make  their  homes  comfortable  and  pure. 

I  have  felt  that  our  school  work,  in  many  instances,  is  almost  neutral- 
ized by  the  home-life  of  the  pupils.  In  the  absence  of  order  and  moral- 
ity, authority  asserts  itself  in  the  disgusting  language  used  by  old-time 
slave-drivers,  and  sometim.es  falls  little  short  of  their  barbarity.  Verj'  few 
of  the  mothers  know  how  to  make  their  homes  comfortable.  They  know 
nothing  of  the  economies  of  every-day  life — the  prudent  expenditure  of 
money,  the  preparation  of  healthful  food,  making  and  repairing  clothing, 
etc. — and  so  fail  to  get  all  the  available  good  out  of  their  earnings.  Many 
who  are  industrious  and  tidy  remain  poor  on  account  of  wasteful  habits. 

But  I  am  not  discouraged.  There  was  no  temperance  sentiment  among 
these  people  when  my  husband  began  work  here  three  years  ago,  Xow 
there  are  more  than  a  thousand  in  the  Church  who  keep  the  "rule"  on 
temperance,  and  through  our  school  and  Sunday-school  work  we  have 
reached  and  saved  many  more. 

I  am  in  communication  with  the  field  over  which  I  traveled.  The 
pastor  of  Columbus  Circuit  w^rites  that  three  hundred  on  his  charge  have 
signed  the  temperance  pledge,  and  quite  a  large  number  have  also  signed 
the  tobacco  pledge.  A  similar  report  comes  from  Industry  Circuit.  The 
pastor  says  two  of  his  local  preachers  are  preaching  temperance,  using  the 
texts  on  my  cards ;  and  they  are  stirring  up  their  neighborhoods.  One 
sister  of  Columbus  said,  "  I  never  have  put  a  dip-stick  in  my  mouth  since 
I  heard  you  talk  last  Summer."  Another  said,  "  I  left  ofi"  dipping  snuflT 
because  I  did  not  want  my  little  girls  to  begin,  and  I  knew  I  could  not 
keep  them  from  it  if  I  kept  on." 

The  Leaflets  published  by  our  Society  have  greatly  aided  in  the  work, 
though  I  have  noted  how  much  more  easily  the  sympathies  of  these  colored 
sisters  are  enlisted  in  behalf  of  the  wrongs  and  needs  of  Utah,  and  of  dis- 
tant i^laces,  than  for  their  own  neighborhoods  and  homes. 

I  traveled  with  my  husband  over  three  months  last  year,  and  received 
from  the  white  part  of  our  congregations  five  dollars  in  aid  of  the  work ; 
and  this  year  I  traveled  the  same  time,  and  received  only  one  dollar.  But, 
althoush  there  are  some  discomforts  in  living  in  a  hack  for  three  or  four 
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months  at  a  time,  yet  I  do  it  ■\villingl3^  Feeling  as  I  do  the  need  for  the 
influence  of  pure,  Christian  womanhood  in  this  land,  I  am  very  grateful  to 
God  for  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.

HOME   MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


Questions  : 

1.  Do  you  feel  that  you  are  moved  by  the  love  of  souls  and  the  prov- 
idence of  God  to  take  upon  you  the  work  of  a  home  missionary? 

2.  Have  you  an  experimental  knowledge  of  salvation  through  the  atone- 
ment of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  ? 

3.  Do  you  believe  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
as  set  forth  in  Section  2  of  the  Discipline  ? 

4.  Have  you  a  thorough  English  education  ? 

5.  In  what  schools  have  you  taught,  and  with  what  success  ? 

6.  Have  you  knowledge  of  music,  either  vocal  or  instrumental  ? 

7.  AVhat  is  the  condition  of  your  health? 

8.  What  are  your  domestic  relations  ? 

Candidates  will  answer  by  testimonials  to  each  of  these  questions. 

Requirements: 

Section  I. — 1.  A  missionary  candidate  must  be  moved  by  an  earnest 
desire  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  a  willingness  to  labor 
for  it  according  to  her  ability. 

2.  She  must  present  a  certificate  of  health  from  a  competent  physician, 
and  give  satisfactory  answers  to  the  medical  questions  authorized  by  the 
General  Executive  Board. 

3.  She  must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  of  education  from  reliable 
and  competent  authority ;  also  of  her  ability  to  teach,  and  of  her  success  if 
a  teacher. 

4.  Financial  and  executive  ability,  power  to  adapt  herself  to  surround- 
ing circumstances,  and  some  experience  in  domestic  economy,  enabling 
her  to  direct  mothers  and  children  to  a  better  home-life,  are  qualifications 
necessary  to  success. 

Section  II. — 1.  All  missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  will  be  expected  to  devote  their  entire  time  and  atten- 
tion to  their  work,  as  their  temporal  necessities  will  be  provided  for  by 
the  Society. 

2.  They  will  be  required  to  send  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  or  to  the  Committee  having  charge  of  their  work. 

3.  They  will  be  urgently  requested  to  furnish  in  their  reports  any  items 
or  incidents  of  special  interest,  in  a  manner  suitable  for  publication. 

4.  They  shall  incur  no  expense  during  the  year,  to  be  met  by  the  Soci- 
ety, the  estimate  for  which  has  not  previously  been  submitted  and  approved 
by  the  Committee  in  charge  of  their  work. 

5.  They  shall  credit  all  donations  received  for  the  support  of  their  work 
to  the  Society  in  their  monthly  reports. 

6.  The  Society  agrees  to  pay  the  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  its  mis- 
sionaries to  their  mission  fields,  and  f rom_  the  fields  when  recalled  by  the 
Board ;  their  salaries  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  the  mission  field. 

7.  Every  lady  to  be  employed  by  this  Society  will  be  required  to 
signify  her  willingness  to  comply  with  the  above  rules  by  signing  her 
name  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  I.-Name. 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  Il.-Objects. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and- destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and 
missionary  work. 

ARTICLE  III.— Organization. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in 
accordance  with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated ;  to  arrange 
with  the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each 
Conference,  and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  com- 
plete, to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society 
may  demand;  pro\T.ded  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  inteHm,  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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[2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board, 

(3.)  To  admuiister  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
Bessions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording 
Secretary  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  ollicers. 

Sec.  8.  Tlie  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission  field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  information;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  he  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission  field,  and 
liublish  the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only 
such  bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and 
Recording  Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in 
her  hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
the  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Sectiox  1.  A  Conference.  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conferenee  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  ofiicers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's 
district,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the 
Corresponding  Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  ofiicers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
others  are  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

To  co-operate  iil  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Soci- 
ety within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises ;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4. — (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treas- 
urer in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ize Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference ;  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  efi"ect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution;  to  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society, 
and  to  present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 
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(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly, 
keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  tlie  General  Executive  Board. 

Sue.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  Auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Socie- 
ties may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor  and  provide  for  the  sup- 
port of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  benefi- 
ciaries selected  by  themselves. 

ARTICLE  V.-Auxlliary  Societies. 

Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  sliall  organize  under  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  be- 
come a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to 
one  delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the 
pastor  is  requested  to  report  tTie  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual 
Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they 
shall  report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.-Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life. 

ARTICLE  VII. -Relations  to  Other  Brandies  of  Church  Work. 

Section  1.  While  the  organization  known  as  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  confines  its  work  distinctivelj^  to  the  foreign  field,  this 
Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in  our  own  land. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  will  work  in  harmony  with,  and  under  the  super- 
vision of,  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  following  particulars: 

a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  missiona- 
ries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

h.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
INIissionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

c.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

d.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not  be 
raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular  Church 
service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing  members, 
life  members,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  and  by  such 
other  methods  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  will  not  interfere  with 
the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary-  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

e.  All  funds  thus  raised  shall  belong  to  the  Society,  to  be  used  by  the 
Executive  Board  as  in  their  judgment  shall  best  promote  the  interest  of 
the  general  work. 


Sec.  3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  liolding  for  tliein  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as  the 
Woman's  Home  INIissionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sec.  4.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall 
be  so  arranged  that  its  jjlans  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Missionary  Society  for  approval,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  November. 

ARTICLE   VIM. 

(1.)  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall 
end  November  1st. 

(2.)  Auxiliary  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  specified  in  4th  and  5th,  "  By-laws  for 
Auxiliaries,"  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and  September  15th. 

(3.)  Conference  Societies. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV,  Conference 
Organization,  January  15th,  April  15th,  July  15th,  and  October  15th. 

(4.)  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  Section  8,  Article  III,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  15th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 
of  ]Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present ;  a  three  months' 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  each  conference  organi- 
zation, and  published  in  the  Church  papers. 


BY-UWS  OF  THE  GENERAL  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 


1. — The  President  and  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  of 
the  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  date  and  place  of  the  Annual  Meeting, 
unless  this  shall  have  been  provided  for  by  the  action  of  the  previous  An- 
nual Meeting ;  and  they  shall  arrange  for  anniversary  exercises,  sending 
due  notice  to  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  publishing  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  in  the  Church  papers. 

2. — Order  of  business  and  rules  of  debate  are  as  follows  ;  (1.)  Singing, 
reading  of  Scriptures,  prayer ;  (2.)  Reading  of  minutes  of  preceding  meet- 
ing;  (3.)  Reports  of  Conference  Secretaries;  (4.)  Report  of  Corresponding 
Secretary ;  (5.)  Report  of  Treasurer  ;  (6.)  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  ; 
(7.)  Rejiorts  of  Special  Committees;  (8.)  Unfinished  and  miscellaneous 
business;  (9.)  Resolutions  to  be  discussed  shall  be  presented  in  writing; 
(10.)  Ladies  speaking  shall  rise  to  address  the  chair. 

3. — The  Standing  Committees  are:  (1.)  Conduct  of  the  Work;  (2.) 
Conference  Organization;  (3.)  Missionary  Candidates;  (4.)  Beneficiaries; 
(5.)  IVIission  Supplies ;  (6.)  Leaflets;  (7.)  Publication. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  GONFERENGE  SOCIETIES. 


1. — ^The  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  So- 
cieties shall  call  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  when  the  exigencies  of 
the  work  demand  it,  and  shall  also  determine  the  date  and  place  of  the 
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Annual  Meeting,  and  arrange  for  Anniversary  exercises,  unless  these  items 
liave  been  provided  for  by  previous  action  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

2. — ^Tlie  programuio  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  tlie  Conference  Society 
shall  include  reports  from  tlie  Recording  and  tlie  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries, and  the  Treasurer,  the  election  of  officers,  and  of  a  delegate  and 
alternate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3. — Order  of  Business:  (1.)  Devotional  Exercises;  (2.)  Introduction  of 
Delegates;  (3.)  Appointment  of  Committees;  (4.)  Reading  of  Minutes  of 
last  Meeting;  (5.)  Report  of  Treasurer;  (G.)  Report  of  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary; (7.)  Report  of  District  Officers;  (8.)  Reports  of  Committees;  (9.) 
Unfinished  and  Miscellaneous  Business;  (10)  Election  of  Officers. 

4. — Each  District  Manager  shall  present  a  list  of  the  full  names  of  her 
delegation  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

5. — The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  (1.)  Annual 
Meeting;  (2.)  Nomination  of  Officers;  (3.j  By-laws;  (4.)  Woman's  Home 
Missions. 

6. — The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  the  Manager  of  the  District  in  which  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held. 

7. — The  Committee  on  Nominations  shall  consist  of  the  Managers  of 
the  several  Districts.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee  may  be  filled  by  vote 
of  the  Annual  Meeting.  When  delegates  from  five  auxiliaries  or  more  in 
a  District  are  present  they  may  constitute  a  committee  to  nominate  a  Vice- 
president  and  a  Manager  for  that  District.  Vacancies  in  the  District  offices 
may  be  filled,  ad  interim,  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society. 

8.— Every  District  containing  more  than  ten  auxiliaries  shall  be  enti- 
titled  to  elect  one  delegate ;  more  than  twenty,  two ;  and  greater  numbers 
in  the  same  ratio.  These  delegates  shall  be  elected  at  a  District  meeting 
held  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

9. — The  duty  of  the  District  Vice-president  shall  be  to  have  general 
supervision  of  the  work  in  lier  District.  She  shall  confer  and  co-operate 
with  the  Manager  in  oi-ganizing  and  visiting  the  work ;  preside  at  the  Dis- 
trict meetings,  and  endeavor  to  secure  the  favor  and  aid  of  the  presiding 
elder  and  pastors.  She  shall  report  her  Avork  to  the  Manager,  who  is  Sec- 
retary of  the  District. 

10. — The  duty  of  the  District  Manager  shall  be  to  confer  and  co-operate 
with  the  Vice-president  in  the  organization  of  Auxiliaries,  Young  Ladies' 
Societies,  and  Juvenile  Bands;  to  correspond  with  and  visit  them,  to 
arrange  for  public  meetings,  to  send  out  blank  reports,  receive  them  when 
filled,  and  forward  a  report  December  loth,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and 
September  15th  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

11. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  officers,  when  practicable,  to 
hold  a  public  meeting  or  convention  of  the  auxiliaries  and  friends  in  each 
District  once  each  quarter,  for  the  purpose  of  awakening  and  sustaining 
the  interests  of  the  work  within  the  Districts,  and  of  promoting  the  gen- 
eral interests  of  the  Society. 

12. — While  the  object  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Christ  in  thie  country,  and  while  it  hopes  to  enlist 
every  member  in  Christian  efi'ort,  and  thus  to  strengthen  the  Church  in 
our  own  land,  its  work  is  purely  missionary.  Hence  membership  dues 
and  other  moneys  donated  for  missionary  purposes  can  not  be  used  for 
local  needs. 

13. — Auxiliaries  will  have  credit  in  the  general  reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  general  treasury,  to  be  used  in  the  appropriations  of  the  Board 
of  INIanagers,  or  by  direction  of  the  Executive  Board  in  mission  sections  of 
this  country. 

14. — It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  a  contingent  fund  be  provided 
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foi-  by  all  the  Auxiliaries  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  car- 
rying forward  the  work  and  organization  of  the  Society. 

15. — Tliese  By-laws  may  be  changed  at  any  meeting  of  the  Conference 
Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  there  be  present  a  quorum  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  delegates  from  five  Auxiliaries  or  more,  and  provided 
the  changes  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  "Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  of ,  Auxiliary  to  the Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  Chris- 
tian women  in  the  elevation  and  evangelization  of  needy  and  destitute 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  constituted  a  life-member. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Eecording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  ad- 
minister the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.   Meetings  of  the  Society  for  business  and  communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.    The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall  be  on  the day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  accompanying  By-laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-'LAWS  FOR  AUXILIARIES. 


1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  aU  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 

2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-president  to  perform  the  duty  of 
the  President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means 
for  the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eecording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  to  send  reports  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
Secretary,  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  an  officer,  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati,  of  the  condition  and  work  of 
the  Society. 

5. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  members, 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 
the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of  such 
an  officer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati.

7. — Once  each  quarter,  if  practicable,  a  puljlic  meeting  shall  be  held,  in 
which  reports  shall  be  read,  addresses  given,  and  every  effort  made  to  in- 
crease the  general  missionary  intelligence  and  zeal  in  the  special  work  of 
this  Society. 

8. — There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  three,  to  provide  literary 
exercises  of  a  missionary  character  for  the  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings. 

9. — Each  lady  connected  with  this  Society  shall  try  to  induce  others  to 
become  members,  and  shall  do  what  she  can  to  add  to  the  general  interest; 
remembering  in  prayer  each  day  the  Society,  its  workers,  schools,  orphans, 
and  missionaries. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


Article  I. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  the 
odist  Episcopal  Church.

Article  II. 


The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  interest  the  children  and  youth  of  the 
Church  in  missionary  work  in  our  own  land,  and  to  secure  their  help  in 
carrying  it  forward. 

Article  III. 

This  Society,  by  virtue  of  its  voluntary  obligations  to  render  material 
help  in  various  departments  of  the  work,  shall  be  recognized  as  a  lawful 
adjunct  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  and  shall  make  reports  thereto. 

Article  IV. 

The  oflBcers  of  this  Society  shall  be  an  adult  lady  Director,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  take  charge  of  and  direct  the  Society,  a  President,  four  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer, 
whose  duties  shall  be  those  usual  to  such  officers. 

Article  V. 

Section  1.  Any  child  or  young  person,  with  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  by  paying  yearly  twenty- 
five  cents  as  membership  fee. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  may  hold  fairs,  give  concerts,  or  other  entertain- 
ments, carry  on  industrial  schools,  or  use  any  methods  for  securing  funds 
that  are  in  harmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of  our  Church. 

Sec.  3.  This  Society  may  choose  either  to  support  a  beneficiary,  furnish 
Sunday-school  supplies,  or  to  assist  in  any  department  it  may  desire  ;  but 
the  location  of'the  work  chosen  must  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Boai'd  of 
the  Conference  Society  or  of  the  General  Society. 

Sec.  4.  This  Society  can  only  have  connection  with  the  "Woman's  Home 
JMissionary  Society  by  contributing  directly  to  its  work  in  the  field,  and 
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may  only  have  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  General  Society  for  money  paid 
into  the  General  Treasury, 

Sec.  5.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  for  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held  on . 

Sec.  (J.  This  Constitution  can  only  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  Exec- 
utive Board  of  the  Genei'al  Society  which  framed  it.  Petitions  for  change 
may  be  made  in  writing,  stating  reasons  for  such  request,  and  bearing  the 
signature  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Society. 


BY-UWS  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 


1.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  on

2.  A  Committee  on  Music,  consisting  of  three  or  five  members  (at  least 
one  adult),  shall  be  appointed  for  one  month  or  more,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  provide  suitable  music  for  the  meetings.

DEVISE — {Real  Estate) — I  give  and  devise  to  the  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  the  following  lands  and  premises  (here  insert  a  short  description  of  the 
houses,  lands,  or  other  real  estate),  with  the  appurtenances,  in  fee  simple,  in 
trust,  the  same  to  be  held  for  the  benefit  and  applied  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  Woman^s  Home  Missixma'ry  Society  of  tJie  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 


Note.— Notice  should  be  given  promptly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Society  of  all  Bequests  and  Devises. 
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The  delay  in  issuing  this  report  is  due  to  the  fact  that  at  the  close  of 
the  Annual  Meeting  very  little  of  the  requisite  matter  had  been  prepared 
for  publication  or  was  in  hand ;  and  the  substance  of  tlie  report  had, 
therefore,  to  be  gathered  up  from  the  original  sources.  This  necessitated 
much  labor  and  delay. 

The  Treasurer  wishes  it  distinctly  understood  that  hereafter  her  re- 
port for  each  year  will  be  made  up  and  balanced  November  1st,  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year ;  and  after  that  date  no  entries  will  be  made  in  that  report. 
Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  each  Conference  Treas- 
urer to  send  to  the  General  Treasurer  her  last  quarter's  report  by  the  15th  of 
October.  If  all  concerned  will  comply  with  this  rule,  the  moneys  collected 
during  the  year  will  all  appear  in  due  form,  and  the  Treasurer  will  be  saved 
much  labor  and  annoyance.  All  moneys  received  after  the  above-men- 
tioned date  will  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  succeeding  fiscal  year.  The 
ATTENTION  OF  CONFERENCE  TREASURERS  is  Specially  Called  to  this  announce- 
ment. 

Conference  Secretaries  are  earnestly  urged  to  prepare  their  annual  re- 
ports by  the  15th  of  October,  and  to  have  them  written  in  proper  form  for 
publication  in  the  Annual  Report.  They  will  present  these  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  person,  or  through  the  Corresponding  Secretary ;  and  they 
should  then  pass  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting,  who  will  turn  them 
over  to  the  editors  of  the  Annual  Report. 

All  resolutions  off'ered  at  the  Annual  Meeting  should  be  carefully 
written  on  slips  of  paper,  each  bearing  the  name  of  the  person  presenting 
it,  and  after  it  is  read  should  be  handed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting, 
to  be  inserted  in  the  Minutes. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  various  committees  appointed  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  in  preparing  their  final  reports,  should  be  particular  to  have  them 
properly  and  plainly  written,  and  signed  with  the  names  of  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary.  After  they  have  been  adopted,  they  should  be  passed  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  meeting,  who  should  file  them,  with  other  important 
papers,  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report. 

There  is  labor  enough  in  editing  these  various  papers  when  they  have 
all  been  carefully  written. 

The  following  note,  written  by  one  of  the  ladies  of  our  Society,  so 
full}''  expresses  the  views  of  the  editor  that  it  is  here  published  by  way  of 
indorsement  and  explanation:  "I  hope  you  will  not  feel  compelled  to 
comphment  people  in  the  Annual  Report.  If  I  W'ere  you,  I  should  abide 
by  business  forms,  and  state  facts  without  many  adjectives.  But  if,  in  your 
judgment,  adjectives  must  be  used,  select  a  goodly  number  from  the  dic- 
tionary, shake  them  up  in  a  hat,  and  take  them  in  the  order  they  come 
out.  It  answers  as  well  as  any  w^ay,  and  is  less  trouble.  Do  n't  bother 
about  me.  I  do  n't  want  any  adjectives,  and  please  do  n't  mention  my 
name  when  not  required ;  it  is  a  positive  embarrassment  to  see  it  appearing 
so  often."
